WASHINGTON, July 17.—The following 
telegram was received this morning from Com- 
mander Schley: 

Sr. Joun, Newfoundland,9 A. M., July 17, 1884. 
The Hon. W. E. Chandler. Secretary of the Navy, 

Washington: 

Thetis, Bear, and Lock Garry arrived here to- 
day from West Greenland. All well. 
from Alert 150 miles north during a gale. At9 P. 
M., June 22, five miles off Cape Sabine, in Smith's 
Sound, Thetis and Bear rescued alive Lieut. A. 
W. Greely, Sergt. Brainerd, Seret. Fredericks, 
fergt. Long, Hospital Steward Biederbeck, 
Private and Ellison. the 
Only survivors the Lady Franklin Bay 
expedition. Sergt. Ellison had lost both 
bands and feet by frost bite and died July 6 at 
Godhaven, three days after amputation, which 
had become Seventeen of the 25 
persons composing the expedition perished by 
starvation at the point where found. One was 
drowned while sealing to procure food. Twelve 
bodies of the dead were rescued and are now on 
board the Thetisand Bear. One Esquimau, Tur-

Garling- 
ton and Colwell on the ‘beach where Greely’s 
party was found camped.’ When these pro- 
visions were consumed the party was 
forced to live upon boiled sealskin  strivs 
from their sealskin clothing, lichens, and 
shrimps, preserved in good weather when they 
were strong enough to make exertion. As 1,300 
shrimps were required to fill a gallon measure 
the labor was too exhausting to depend upon 
them to sustain life entirely. 

The channe! between Cape Sabine ana Little- 
ton Isiand did not close on account of violent 
gales all Winter, so that 240 rations at latter point 
could not be reached. Allof Greely’s 
endall instruments brought by him trom Fort 
Conger are recovered, and are on board. 

From Hare 
constant and furious struggie with ice in impas:- 
able foes. Solid barriers of ice were overcome 
by watchfulness and patience. No opportunity 
toadvance a mile escaped me,and for severa! 
hundred miics the ships were forced to ram their 
way from lead to lead through ice varying 
in thickness from 3. to 6 feet, and, 
when rafted, much greater. The Thetis 
and Bear reached Cape York June 18, after 
a passage of 21 days in Melville Bay, with the 
two advance ships of the Dundce whaling feet, 
and continued to Cape Sabine. Returning seven 
days later, fellin with seven others of the fieet 
off Wostenbolme Island and announced Greely’s 
rescue to them, that they might not be delayed 
from their fishing grounds nor be tempted into 


the davgers of Emith’s Sound in view of the re- | 


ward of $25,000 offered by Congress. Keturning 
across Meiville Bay fell in with the Alert and 
Lock Garry off Devii’s Thumb, struggling 
through heavy ice. Commander Coffin did ad- 
mirably to get along so far with the transport so 
early in the season, before an opening had oc- 
curred. 

Lieut. Emory, with the Bear, has supported me 
throughout with great skillfulness and unfiinch- 
ing readiness in accomplishing the great duty of 
relieving Greely. I would ask instruction about 
the Lock Garry, as the charter party heid by her 
master differs in several respects from mine. 

The Grecly purty are very much improved 
since rescue, but were critical in the extreme 
when found and for several days after. Foerty- 
eight hours’ delay in reaching them would have 
been fatal to all now living. 

The seuson north is late and the closest for 
years. Smith’s Sound was not open when I left 
Cape Sabine. The Winter about Melville Bay 
was the most severe for 20 years. 

This great result is entirely due to the unwea- 
ried energy of yourself and the Secretary of War 
in fitting out this expedition for the work it has 
yad the honor to accomplish.

ounces meat, seven bread and dog biscuits, four 
ounces miscellaneous, the party would have 10 
days’ full rations left for crossing Smith’s Sound 
to Littleton Island March 1, Unfortunately, 
Smith’s Sound remained open the entire 
Winter, rendering crossing impossible. Game 
failed despite daily hunting from early February. 
Before sun returned only 500 pounds of meat 
obtained. This year minute shrimps, seaweed, 
sassafras, rock lichens, and sealskin were re- 
sorted to for food, with resultsas shown by the 
number of survivors. The last regular food was 
issued May 14. Only 150 pounds of meat left 
by Garlington, compelled me to send in No- 
vember four men to obtain 144 pounds of 
English meat at Isabella. During the trip 
Ellison froze solid both hands and feet, 
und lost them, surviving, however, through 
our terrible Winter and Spring until July &. 
Survivors owe their lives to the indomitable en- 
ergy of Capt. Schley and Lieut. Emory, who, 
preceded by three and accompanied by five 
whalers, forced their vessels from Upernavik, 
through Melville Bay, into North Water at Cane 
York with the foremost whaler. They gained a 
yard whenever possible, and always held it. 
Smith’s Sound was crossed and party rescued 
during one of the most violent gales have 
ever known. Boats handled only at imminent 
risk of swamping. Four of us then unable to 
walk, and could not have survived exceeding 24. 
hours. Every careand attention given us. Saved 
and bring back copies meteorojogical, tidal, as- 
tronomical, magnetic, pendulum, and other 
observations; also pendulum, Yale, and standard 
thermometer.

make our stay as short as possible. The Loch 
Garry, an iron steamer from Dundee, chartered 
by the United States Government as a collier for 
the expedition, was awaiting us. Repairs to the 
engine and a strong easterly gale detained the 
ship considerably longer than was originally in- 
tended, and it was not till the morning of May 
12 that we pointed to the northward in company 
with the collier and our search could be said to 
have begun. 

On the 13th the first genuine iceberg was 
passed. It was viewed with great interest. A 
gale of wind, with snow, hail, fog, and heavy 
seas, ptitanother phase on the trip, but by the 
16th the fine weather returned to last, with the 
exception of two or three days, until our return. 
With our progress northward the increase in 
the length of the days was notiveable. Each night 
watch reported the things that had been seen 
and on the 17th the midnight watch reported read- 
ing the fine writing of the night orders without 
the aid of alantern. The sun never set for us from 
May 18 till July 12. Continuous day added to 
the working hours and we can proudly refer to 
many an hour made when the clock marked the 
hours for slumber. 

The first land was made on the 20th. “ Green- 
land’s icy mountains” were visible in the far 
distance—high, bluish-gray cliffs, covered with 
snow andice. On the 2ist we steamed within 15 
miles of the Greenland shore during the entire 
day. Most barren and inhospitable it looked. 
The parts that were not covered with ice and 
snow were black, chilling rocks—not a sign of 
vegetation anywhere. 

ARRIVAL AT GODHAVEN. 

On the 22d the harbor of Godhaven, Disco 
Island, wesmade. It was only after the most 
careful search that the tiny beacon that marks 
the harbor was discovered. It isa veritable hoie 
inthe wall. High terraced cliffs present them- 
selves and seem to forbid such an ele- 
ment as life in connection with them. 
Yet close under their sides and behind a 
low island, that from the sea seemed to be a part 
of them, lay the settlement which, from its being 
the residence of the Danish Inspector-General, is 
practically the capital of Greenland. A _ belt 
of broken ice lay off the mouth of 
the harvor, through which we had to 
push. It was our first experience with ice, and a 
novel one at the time. We moored to the ice, 
about a mile from the town, and there learned 
that the Bear had left the day before, 
in company with two of the whaling fleet. 
A great quantity of ice was reported to 
the northward and the season, which the absence 
of ice in the lower bay seemed to indicate as an 
open one, isnow pronounced to bea close one. 


| Letters from the Bear informed us of the 
intention of 


the whaling fieet to take 
part in the search, a fact which 
their Captains openly avowed. A rivalry friendly 
in the highest decree was thus started, a sense 
of the importance of relief to Lieut. Greely 
robbing it of any of the motives which the pe- 
cuniary reward might attribute toit. The visit 
to the Governor showed a disposition on his part 
to eid in every possible manner the success of 
the expedition. 

Each tide would fill and then clear the harbor 
with ice, but on the morning of the 24th we left, 
pushing our way through the broken floe toward 
the open water that could be seen outside. By 4 
P. M. every one was speculating on the time we 
would be in Upernavik. When, at 6 o'clock, a 
solid pack was seen ahead and no sign of a lead 


| was to be seen from the masthead, the Loch 


Garry was sent back to Godhaven, the risk be- 
ing too great for an iron vesscl. 
FIRST ENCOUNTER WITH THE PACK. 

The record for the next few days was an excit- 
ing one. As our companion ship pointed south, 
we turned to the north and entered the ice, 
which a tew hoursof wind had broken up enough 
to allow us to push through. On May 26 ’ail 


| progress was stopped, for such a heavy pack was 
| found and such huge bergs were off the Waigat- 


tet Straits that it was impossible to make any 
impression upon it. The ship was made fast toa 
berg for the first time. The lee of the friend- 
ly iceberg, however, as . described by arctic 
writers, proved to be@*;rather a dangerous 
berth, for an uneasy movement during the 
afternoon and evening resulted in our friesd 
Loating off and swinging us around to our lines, 
at the expense of headbooms and figurehead. 
We improved the short stay by completing the 
preparations for abandoning the ship. Knap- 
sacks were issued to each man on board, with 
instructions as to what wasto be kept in them 
and where they were to be hung. They 
be securely packed at the head 
of each berth and to be used for no 
other purpose than abandoning the ship. Each 
knapsack was to contain 1 suit of flannel under- 
clothes complete, 1 pair of woolen and 1 pair 
of sealskin mittens, 1 comforter, 1 puir of heavy 
and 1 pair of navy socks, 1 pair of foot nips, 1 pair 
of goggles, 8 boxes of matches, 1 piece of soap, and 
1 towel; 20 rounds of rifie and 25 rounds of 
shotgun ammunition; 1 pair of skin moc- 
casins, and 2 plugs of tobacco. It made a 
snug bundle of about 10 pounds. Abreast 
of each. boat were always to be kept 
ready for loading 600 pounds of pemmuican, 
210 pounds of bread, 80 pounds of sugar, 15 
pounds of tea, 13 pounds of beef extract, and 4 
pounds of salt. The boat box was well supplied 
with tools, sails, oars, tent, stove, alcohol, pots, 
pans, and spoons. Wood for repairing was 
kept in the boat. Each boat had two 
rifles und one double-barreled shotgun, with 150 
pounds of ammunition. A skin for repairing 
the shoes was also provided. It would bea sad 
thing to leave our little ship, butif we did we 
would be well provided for. 


AT UPERNAVIK AND KINGITON. 

On the 27th we stood over for Han Island, and 
used torpedoes for the first time in an attempt 
to break through the fioe. The Loch Garry came 
up from Godbavren and reported the steam 
whalers Arctic and Wolf as following her open 
water, with occasional floes. 

On the 29th we reached Upernavik' and found 
the Bear and the steam whalers Triune, Polynia, 
and Nova Zembia already in, while the 
Aretic and Wolf came in later in the 
day. Our first report from the North 
was received here from one of the. whal- 
ing Captains, who said that five white 
men were at Etah with the natives, and that a 
native had come to him fora rifie to give them 
to hunt with. Little credence was given the 
story, though it was barely possible that it was a 
relief party sent ahead to tell of the where- 
abouts of the main body. 

We left Upernavik at 5 P. M. on thesame day, 
and proceeded as far as Kingiton. We remained 
there untilthe morning of Junel. From the 
top of the hill under which we lay, the rest of the 
whaling fleet could bescen outside lying in the ice 
waiting for an opening. Changes in the condition 
of the iee were as sudden as they were remarka- 
ble. On the morning of Sunday, June 1, no open 
lead could be seen, while in an hour’s time we 
saw the whole flect steaming in close column 
through the narrow ice canal, taking advan- 
tage of the few miles that had quietly opened 
betore them. Our stopping was as sudden 
as our departure, and by noon all were tied to 
the floe again. Four more vessels could be seen 
under the land, which completed the fleet, and 
showed that no one vessel was ahead. We 
steamed in to join them, and were soon moored 
alongside of the Aurora, Cornwallis, Narwhal,

On June $a littie lead enticed us out, and by 
3 P. M. we were 10 miles on our way to Greely. 
We made fast to the floe again, with the coldest, 
tightest outiook abead that we had had as yet.

cating a break where we had just left it so tight. 
A NIGHT AMONG THE ICEBERGS. 

By the time we reached the lead that they had 
followed we found the floe closing in, and 
I can best describe the stirring events of 
the night, I think, by quoting from my 
journal: Going on watch at 8, the first 
thing that took my eye as I left the 
hatch was the wall sides of a berg near to the 
starboard side. From the gunwales of the boats 
one could easily touch them. Looking around 
we seemed fairly beset with them, fairly closed 
in, and yet we were steuming along at full speed, 
now to starboard, now to port, with 
an unconcern that contrasted  strange- 
ly with the caution of the ordinary 
cruiser, We coursed our way through 
this- winding lead until we finally reached the 
narrow canal that the whalers had left but a 
little while before us. The floe was evidently 
closing in, for at times our sides scraped on 
either edge of it. Finally we reached a place 
where the raised and crumbled pile showed that 
the floes had met and closed on one another. 
Frequent cutting resulted in our finally 
being unable to go either way; and 
further, we heeled over to starboard. showing 
that the ice had nipped us. No language that 1 
have command of can adequately describe the 
surroundings—the field of ice stretching to the 
shore on one hand, the horizon on the other, the 
immense icebergs glistenigg in the light of a 
night sun, the heeling ship, testifying to the 
power of the moving floe. 


NIPPED IN THE ICE. 

At 10:30. in endeavoring to force a lead, the ves- 
sel stuck fast and could neither be driven ahead 
nor astern. The Bear steamed up close, sent us her 
5-inch manila hawser, and endeavored to jump 
us loose. At the first attempt the hawser parted. 
We then sent over a steel hawser, which also 
parted at the first attempt. We then planted 
five gunpowder torpedoes in line, ahead, about 
15 feet apart, sunk 6 feet from the surface, 
through two layers of ice, 8 feet thick in all. 
The result of the explosion was a crack and con- 
siderable lateral fracture, reaching to the open 
water beyond, but not enough to ease the ship 
from hernip. At11:30 we planted and at 11:45 
exploded five gun-cotton and six gunpowder 
torpedoes off the starboard bow and beam. The 
result of this explosion was as follows: Gun 
cotton—Circular holes four feet in diameter, 
with no shattering effect worth mentioning. 
Gunpowder—Four holes and numerous small 
cracks; two failed to explode. Early the next 
morning we were able to pull out, and with 
three of the whalers in company with us added 
a good score to our run. 

From this date till the 18th our runs were less 
in miles than we were hours in muking them. 
Cape York was sighted, and the open water to 
the westward told the whalers that the north 
water was reached. With a god speed from 
the Captain of the Aurora the whaling fleet and 
relief squadron parted company, they to stand 
over to their fishing grounds, we to push north- 
ward. 


A TALE OF ARCTIC SUFFERING. 
LIEUT, GREELY’S STATEMENT OF HIS WORK, 
TROUBLES, AND RESCUE—THE HIGHEST 
LATITUDE EVER REACHED. 

St. JonH Newfoundland, July 17.—On 
the arrival at anchorage of the relief squadron 
to-day the Associated Press correspondent had 
interviews with Lieut. Greely and the other sur- 
vivors of the arctic colony. The following facts 
were disclosed: 

After passing two Winters at Fort Conger in 
scientific research: Lieut. Greely, with.his whole 
party intact, broke up their encampment and 
began a southward journ¢y. This was, accom- 
plished -amid great peril from gales of 
wind, ice nips, and other casualties. Cape 
Sabine having been reached, a temporary house 
was built: of stones and:covered by the boats 
and saf’s brought along by the party. On Sept. 
29 Winter quarters were established at 
Cape Sabine. The commissariat had  be- 
come very meagre, and the caché of 
provisions left by the Proteus last year 
poorly supplemented it. The steam launch had 
become fast in the ice a few weeks previous i 
had to be abandonéd. During the whole Winter | 
the party were constrained to exist on quarter 
rations, and ali kinds of food had to ke 
utilized. For six weeks previous to the 
rescue regular provisions ceased to be given 
out; seaweed, shrimps, sealskins, saxefrage, and 
every variety of shrub were greedily devoured. 
Death made its first bavoc in the ranks early in 
January. One of the men dropped off with 
scurvy on April 9. Lieut. Lockwood .and 
Mr. Rice, the photographer, succumbed efter 
a heroic attempt to secure for their starving 
comrades about 200 pounds of meat supposed to 
be cachéd at a place named Bad Creek, distant 
about 15 miles from the encampment. Mr. 
Israel, the astronomer, perished on May 
27: Lieut. Kis!ingbury died on June 1, and 
Dr. Pavy, the naturalist, slept into 
death on June 6. Not one of the victims realized 
that death was near. They all died a tranquil, 
painless death. The two Esquimaux also per- 
ished—one of starvation, the other was drowned, 
his kayak being pierced by some newly formed 
ice on April 17, thus cutting off all hope of 
getting any supply of seal meat for the starving 
explorers. The Esquimaux were most faithful 
and devoted followers and helpers of Lieut. 
Greely. 

Ellison was rescued and safeiy brought on 
bourd the steamship Bear. where he died a few 
days subsequently. His is an extraordinary in- 
stance of human endurance. While away some 
10 miles from his hut last Winter the tempera- 
ture suddenly fell to 48° below zero; 
his hands and feet were frozen to the 
very bone, and he was dragged by his 
comrades in an almost dying condition to his 
hut. His hands and feet were literally ampu- 
tated by the incisive frost, ard in this terrible 
state he lived through the dismal months 
that intervened between that time and 
the rescue. The bodies of 12 of the 
victims have been brought up by the 
steamers Bear and Thetis, embalmed in tanks 
filled with alcohol. The survivors are all doing 
weil and are rapidly regaining fiesh and strength. 
Lieut. Greely, who was in an exceedingly criti- 
cal condition when transferred to the Thetis, is 
now able to move about. This morning he drove 
out for an hour’s ride to get the country air, ana 
came hack quite resuscitated. 

The rescue took place on June 22, under cir- 
cumstances of great difficulty. The Thetis and 
Bear lay off from the shore, about 3800 yards. 
There was a terrific gale biowing from the south- 
west, a heavy sea was running, and a for- 
midable ice nip was apparently inevitable. Lieut. 
Greely and the other six survivors had to 
be transferred from theircamp to the steam 
launch ard whaleboat in their sleeping bags, and 
while steaming from the land tothe ships the 
destruction of the whole party at one time 
seemed certain. The sea swept furiously 
over them, and the fury of the wind 
threatened at every instant ‘to cap- 
size them. At length they were safely 
placed on board the rescuing squadron, where 
every possible preparation had been made to in- 
sure their recovery and comfort. 

It was discovered during the past Winter 
by Lieut. Greely that Cape Sabine was 
part of an island, not the mainland, as 
was thought by previous geogruphers. It is 


| separated from the muinland by « narrow creek, 


now called Rice’s Strait, in memory of the dead 
photographer. Lieut. Greely informed your 
correspondent that a lurge body of valuable 
scientific work had been done during the two 
seasons spent at Fort Conger by iimeelf and bis 
lieutenants; about 2,500 miles of exploration 
had been effected and many valuable observa- 
tions—magnetic, thermometric, and meteorolog- 
te-had been made. The Winter of 881 
was the severest of the tires, Zhe mean 


of the thermometer during the month 
of February was 40° below zero. Seals 
were observed as high up in latitude as 
81 and 8 Several varieties of ducks were ob- 
served and a variety of other birds known 
and unknown to ornithologists. Over a hun- 
dred musk oxen were slaughtered during 
the two Winters’ residence at Fert Conger. 


Their flesh proved very valuable food, being pal-

utuble, wholesome, and nutritious. The whole 
official work of the expedition, plans, sketches, 
photoeraphic plates, and scientific sketches. have 
been saved and brought home by Lieut. Greely. 

The Greely party reached the highest latitude 
ever yet reached by polar expeditions namely, 
83° 25 5-10’. The coast of Greenland was carried 
up to 83° 35’ by observation and named Cape Lin- 
coln. 

The steamship Alert parted company with the 
squadron yesterday off Tunk Islands and has 


not yet reached port.

GREELY’S GREAT ACHIEVEMENT. 
THE VIEWS OF ARCTIC EXPERTS AND ARMY 
OFFICERS—GREELY HIGHLY PRAISED. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—Mr. George Ken- 
nan, of this city, who has taken an active inter- 
est in the recent attempts to relieve Greely’s 
party, and who went before the Arctic Relief 
Board last Spring to urge the offering of sucha 
reward as would secure the co-operation of the 
whalers in the search, was asked by a reporter 
to-night what he thought of the news received 
from St. John. He replied: “It is a story 
of remarkable and heroic achievement in 
the field, clouded by disaster due to in- 
competence in Washington. If Lieut. Gree- 
ly and his party had all returned in 
safety to the United States, as they might 
have done had they been properly supported, 
their arctic record, in point of skillful manage- 
ment and success, would have been unparalleled. 
No other arctic expedition has ever spent two 
consecutive Winters and part of a third in such 
high latitudes and achieved such resuits without 
a casualty ora single case of serious sickness. 


If Lieut. Greely had found at the mouth of 
Smith's Sound the shelter and food which he had 
aright to expect there he would probably have 

brought his entire party back to the United 
States in perfect health after three Winters in 
the highest northern latitudes that have ever 
been reached, and after a series of sledging cam- 
pom which for boldness and skillful execution 

ave rarely, if ever, been surpassed.” 

* Could the disaster which befell his party have 
been averted with the knowledge available at 
the time the reliet expeditions were fitted out. $y 

“Unquestionably ; and that is the pity of it. It 
doubles the grief which must be felt in the face 
of such a terrible catastrophe, to think that two 
ships, on successive years and probably a third, 
were in a position to land stores which would 
have saved the lives ot those 18 dead men. 
Beebe, in 188, anchored in Payer Harbor, 
just north of Cape Sabine, with a ship 
full of stores; Garlington the next 
Sammer anchored in the same place, 
also witha ship full of stores; and a few days 
later the Yantic, with four months’ provisions 
on board, was only 30 miles away. Any one of 
these three ships might have landed stores 
enough exactly where Greely afterward made 
his Winter camp to have carried that brave party 
through, but their commanding officers were not 
ordered to do so and they did not think of it. 

** Were Greely’s movements those which it was 
anticipated he would make ?” 

“They were precisely such asT anticipated. It 
was thought at the Signal Office that he would 
remain at his station until Sept. 1, but as I point- 
ed out in a letter to the New-York Herald on the 
lith of last September, if he remained until Sept. 
1, he could not get away at all that year, on ac- 
count of the impracticabiiity of sledging opera- 
tions along that coastin the Fall. I, therefore, 
thought he would abandon his station in July 
or August, 1883, and come down to the mouth of 
Smith’s Sound in boats, as he was in fact 
doing at the very time my letter was written. 
It was,of course,a terrible shock and disap- 
pointment to him when he failed to find the 
shelter and food which he expected, but the 
party seems to have faced the terrors of an 
arctic Winter without shelter, fire, or adequate 
food in a most heroie manner, and to have -held 
out to the last with unflinching courage and 
extraordinary tenacity.. If a few hundred more 
rations Could have been saved from the wreck 
of the Proteus they would have carried the 
whole party through. .All but one of the dead 
perished last Spring after the 4th of April.” 

If Lieut. Garlington had landed stores on his 
way north at Littleton Island, in accordance 
with what were known as bis * supplementary 
instructions,’ would such stores have been of 
any use to Lieut. Greely 7” 

“As itturned out, not the slightest. There 
were a few hundred rations on Littleton Island, 
but Greely could not get across the tossing ice of 
Smith’s Sound to avail himself of them. The 
pointed out by 
Dr. Hoadley, Mr. Merriam, and others, and as 
shown by the example of the Nares expedition, 
was the western coast of the sound—the coast 
that Greely must come down—not the opposite 
coast, which he might never reach. It is tothe 
cachés made by the British expedition of 1875, 
on the western coast, that the few surviv ors of 
Lieut. Greely’s party mainly owe their lives.’ 

“How umporbant are the diseoveries made by 
Lieut. Greely ?” 

‘From the point of view of an arctic geogra- 
pher, they are of first-class importance. Lieut. 
Greely has not only taken away from Com- 

mander Markham, of the British Navy, ‘the blue 
ribbon of arctic discovery’ tor the bighest lati- 
tudeever attained in any part of the world, but 
he has gre ore inc the limits of the Nares 
exploration, both in Greenland and Grinnell 
Land, and has given asevere blow to Capt. Nares’s 

* paleocry stic ice’ and the theories which 
the latter founded upon it. The fact 
that two of Grecly’s sledge parties were 
stopped by open water in the polar 
basin, and that botin were at times adrift in 
strong currents, which threatened to carry them 
helplessly away northward, would seem to show 
that the polar basin 1s not the solid sea of ancient 
immovable ice, which Nares described and which 
he declared was * never navigable.’ Lieut. Gree- 
ly’s explorations extended over three degrees of 
latitude and nearly forty degrees ot longitude; 
he has virtually ascertained the true outline of 
Grinnell Land; has crossed from east to west, 
and on the northern coast of Greenland has 
gone one degree of latitude and ten de- 
grees of longitude beyond the _ furthest 
point reached by Capt. Nares’s accomplished 
sledging officer, Lieut. Beaumont. These achieve- 
ments alone reflect the highest credit upon 
Lieut. Greely and his men, but to them must of 
eourse beadded the great mass of scientific knowl- 
edge gathered by the party during their two 
years at Lady Franklin Bay, the records of 
which have ‘fortunately been saved. When 
these opservations shall have been collected and 
put in order they will, I think, be found not sec- 
ond in importance to any furnished by the circle 
of international polar stations. 


GEN. BENET’S VIEWS. 

Gen. Benét, chief of the Ordnance Bureau, 
who was the President of the court of inquiry 
which inv stigated the failure of the Proteus 
expedition, was asked if the failure to establish 
a station at LittletonIsiand had anything to do 
with the loss of so many of Greely’s party. “I 
dm afraid it had a great deal to do with it,” was 
the reply. “ Lieut. Greely confidently expected 
to find succor at Littleton Isiand. He abandoned 
his station at Lady Franklin Bay early in 
August and proceeded southward. He was 
so confident of finding supplies further 
south, that he did not use all those which had 


been cachéd on his way down. Upon reaching 
Cape Sabine he found only the stores which the 
Proteus cachéd—250 rations—and the small 
amount left by Nares in 1875. According to the 
dipatch he came below Cape Sabine as far us 
Baird Inlet, where he abandoned his boats. Why 
that was done we do ‘not. know. He was for 
nearly a month on an ice floe, which drifted him 
back to Cape Sabine, where he made his perma- 
nentcamp. He had but few stores to subsist on, 
but it was the best he could do. Littleton 
Isiand is ina southerly direction from Cape 
Sabine, only about 25 miles distant. He could 
not reach it because the channel was open, 
If he bad been able, under the circumstances, he 
would have been worse off than ke was, because 
only 250 rations were there left by Beebe in 1882. 
But suppose a station bad been established at 
Littleton and men left there with provisions, 
boats, and telescopes, as Greely expected would

party had been seen, as_they probably would 
bave been, the men at Littleton Island would 
have made an effort, and probabiya successful 
one, to cross over and rescue them, notwith- 
starding stormy weather.” 
POINTS OF GEOGRAPHICAL INTEREST. 

Dr. Bessells, chief of the scientific staff of the 
Poleris, upon being asked what he thought of 
the work Greely had done. said: ‘As to the real 
scientific work of the expedition, we as yet 
know very little; but Greely probably followed 
his instructions and made all the observations 
required by the international conference held at 
Hamburg. As one of the geographical features 
of the expedition, we may mention that 
Lieut. Loserogs and Sergt. Brainerd reached

Hazen, Rugg'tes River, Weyprecht Fiord, Conger 
Mountains, and Mount Arthur, he said, were 
newly discovered and newly named places. Con- 
tinuing, Dr. Besselis said: *“* That makes Grant 
Land a peninsula connected with Grinnell Land 
by an isthmus, as Boothia Felix is connected with 
the northernmost coast of the continent. An- 
other point of geographical value is what 
the say about Hayes Sound—about the 
western extension of Hayes Sound-—-which 
increases the distance of the latter from 
its mouth by 20 miles. When the 
Polaris expedition, after naving been ship- 
wrecked, wintered near Etah, an Eskimau settle- 
ment, they were informed by the natives that 
Hayes Sound was not landlocked, but that it 
connected with the western sea thus making 
Grinsell Land an island. The English expedition 
under Sir George Nares, judging from the 
sluggishness of the tide, considered it a bay of no 
greatextent. Greely seems to have brought his 
instruments and records all away with him. If 
we consider how diflicult it is to carry heavy in- 
struments like a magnetometer, &c., Lieut. 
Greely can scarcely receive too much praise. 
The value of his records of observations would 
not haye been so great if the instruments with 
which the observations were made had not 
been brought back for comparison with the 
standard instruments kept here.” Dr. Bessells 
criticised with some severity the judgment of 
Gen. Hazen inthe organization of the relief ex- 
peditions. The first he said, was placed in com- 
mand of an intemperate man, and the second 
was under the control of a cavalry officer, who 
had never had any nautical experience, and 
whose orders were very vague. It would proba- 
bly turn out, Dr. Bessells said, that Greely had 
provaous enough to last another year at Lady 

ranklin Bay. With respect to Commander 
Schley’s report of the condition of the icein 
Smith’s Sound, Dr. Bessells said it was yet too 
early to form an opinion as to what the season 
would be. The ice never breaks up so early, and 
it would be folly to attempt to pass north before 
the middle of August. 

OTHER EXPRESSIONS OF OPINION. 

The Evening Star publishes interviews witha 
number of gentlemen connected with the mili- 
tary and naval service in which they give their 
views upon the management and result of the 
various expeditions. The officers in the Signal 
Corps and those best acquainted with Licut. 
Greely. express surprise that he was saved when 
sO many others lost their lives. He was not 
regarde as a strong man. He was tall 
and slightly built and the prediction has 
peen general'y made among his fellow 
officers, that he would be the first to succumb 
to the hardships of arctic life. “But he was a 
man of great determination,” remarked one of 
the Signal Corps officers this morning, and I sup- 
pose he just made up his mind to stick 1t out. 
Besides, he had the feeling of responsibility of a 
commanding officer, and that isa great deal. I 
am afraid, now that the strain is over, thata re- 
action may set in, which may still prove disas- 
trous.”’ 

Capt. Dav is, who was a member ot the Proteus 
Board, said: “Greely’s homeward course wus 
precisely what I supposed it would be. The fact 
is that it could not have been any other. He 
could only come down the west side. The great 
mistake was that there were not more stores at 
Cape Sabine. I never took any stock in the Lit- 
tleton Island storehouse project. That was a 
mere sentiment, and could have been of no value 
practically, as the result in the present instance 
shows.”’ 

* 1t issaid that Smith's Sound was open all Win- 
ter on account ot the high wind,” remarked the 
reporter. 

* Of course, it wus open all Winter,’ was the 
reply. * The waters are churning through there 
all the time, and arctic travelers report that the 
ice in Smith’s Sound moves all Winter. There 
was no chance of Greely getting to Littleton 
Island. If the Proteus had Janded stores at Cape 
Sabine instead of taking them further up, the 
Greely party probably would all have been 
saved, tut, of course, they had no orders to land 
their stores there and could not do it. When the 
! Proteus went down they might possibly have 
i saved more of the stores, but Capt. Pike said 
that it was very doubtful if that could have been 
done. The stores that might have saved the 
lives of these men went to the bottom of the 
} ocean.” 

Gen. Hazen sent a communication to-day to 
Sheridan, Acting Secretary of War, sug- 
gesting that Lieut. Greely and the other sur- 
vivors be directed to remain at St. John or some 
northerly pointin the United States until cold 
weather, as their coming to a low latitude in the 
Summer months, after their three years’ ex- 
posure in the arctic regions, might, he feared, 
result disastrously. He is of the opinion that 
the suggestion will be received favorably. In 
the event that Lieut. Greely remains at St. John 
Mrs. Greely will join him there.

WHAT SECRETARY CHANDLER SAYS.

1 have, in ac- 
cordance with the suggestions made by Com- 
mander Schlev in his dispatch, issued instruc- 
tions to have the remains of the dead preserved, 
and the whole party will come home soon.” 
When asked if there would be any more arctic 
expeditions Mr. Chandler said: ** I don’t desire at 
this time to enter into that matter.”” Dispatches 
have been pouring in to the Secretary all the 
afternoon congratulating him upon the success 
of the expedition.

THE DEAD. 

FREDERICK F. KISLINGBURY, Second Lieu~ 
tenant Eleventh Infantry, and Acting Signal 
Officer, was born in England. He entered the 
service as a private in the Fifty-fourth New- 
York State Militia in 1864 as asix months’ man. 
He re-enlisted in 1865,and was promoted to be 
tergeant in 1872. He was made a Second Lieu- 
tenant in 1873. He was a widower,and had 
two children. 

Dr. OCTAVE PAvy, the surgeon of the expe- 
dition, had a somewhat varied career. He was 
born in Havre, France, where he was educated, 
and where much of his youth was spent. Early 
in life he accompanied a French expedition to 
Lady Franklin Bay, and spent several years in the 
polar regions: He at one time wrote for the 
newspapers in this city. He was a member of the 


Howgate expedition, and when this failed he re- 
mained at Disco Island, off the coast of Green- 
Jand, until he joined tho Greely party. He bad 
lived and practiced medicine for several yearsin’ 
the West. His wife is now living at Maryvilie, 

Nodaway County, Mo. 

JAMES B. LocKwoon, First Lieutenant Twen- 
ty-third Infantry, Acting Sivnal Oiticer. W ashing- 
ton, D. C.; unmarried: isason of Gen. Lock- 
wood, (retired,) United States Army. 

Sergt. NINFIELD S. JEWELL was born at Lis- 
bon, N. H. He servedas Sienal Officer in this city, 
and was forsome time in charge of the station 
on the summit of Mount Washington. Sergt. 
Jewell held a high reputation in the service, and 
was much esteemed. He was unmarried. 

GEORGE W. Rick, Sergeant, entercd the service 
in Washington. His brother is the leading pho- 
tographer of that city.

STORY OF THE EXPEDITION. 
LIEUT. GREELY ’S COURSE NORTHWARD ANF 
THE EFFORTS TO SUCCOR HIM, 

The expedition sent into the arctic regions 
under the command of Lieut. A. W. Greely, o! 
the Fifth United States Cavalry, was a part 0} 
the plan adopted by the International Geogranph- 
ical Congress at Hamburg, in 1879, for the estab- 
lishment of a series of circumpolar stations fot. 
scientific observations. On March 3, 1881, Con- 
gress passed a bill providing an appropriation 
for the support of observations and explorations 
in the arctic seas, on or near the shores of Lady 
Franklin Bay. Licut. Greely was appoiuted tc 
take command, and the point selected for the sta- 
tion was the most northerly and difficult of acces: 
of the whole series of stations projected by the 
Geographical Congress. The spot chosen was 
Discovery Harbor, latitude 81° 44’ north and lon- 
gitude 64° 45’ west. Lieut. Greely received his 
instructions in April, 188]. He and the other 
officers and men of the expedition were to go 
to St. John, Newfoundland. and charter a steam 
whaler or sealer to convey the party to Lady 
Franklin Bay. Lieut. Greely went immediately 
to St. Jobn, and there chartered the screw 


steamer Proteus, a vessel that had been previ- 
ously in use for arctic navigation. [is assist- 
ant, Lieut. James B. Lockwood, with 15 men, 
sailed from Baltimore for St.John on June l4 
by the Allan Line stearmer Nova Scotian. 

The entire party under Greely consisted of the 
following named men: First Lieut. A. W. Gree- 
ly, Fifth Cavairy; Acting Signal Service Officer 
and Assistant, Second Lieut. Frederick F. Kis- 
lingbury, Eleventh Infantry; Acting Sigual 
Officer, Second Lieut. James B. Lockwood, 
Iwenty-third Infantry; Acting Signal Officers, 
Sergts. Edward Israel, Winfield S. Jewell, George 
W. Rice, David C. Ralston, Hampton S. Gardner, 
William H. Cross, David L. Brainerd, and David 
Linn: Corporals and Privates, Nicholas Salor, 
Charles Elliot, Charles B. Henry, Maurice Con- 
nell, Jacob Bender, Fraunciz Long, William Whis- 
tler, Henry Biederbeck, Julius Fredericks, and 
William A. Ellis. Octave Pavy, M. D.. of Disco, 
Greenlund, was commissioned as Acting Assist- 
ant Surgeon, and accompanied the expedition fn 
that capacity. 

The steamer Proteus sailed with the party on 
July 4. On Sept. 12 the tirst news of the expedi- 
tion reached Gen. Hazen, Chief of the Sienal 
Service Department, by telegram. The Proteus 
had enjoyed a remarkably quick pa sage, the ice 
being unusually light, and had returned to St. 
John after urun of 15 days. The telegram read 
as follows: 

“Entered Lady Franklin Bay one month from Jeay- 
ing St. John. Obtained natives’ skin clothing and dogs 
at Godhuven, Rittenbek, Upernavik, and Proven. 
Made most remurkubte trip pesreded from Upernavik 
through middle passage to Cape York in 36 hours, and 
in 6 days, 2 hours from Upernavik to Lady Frankl: 
Bay, though detained 42 hours by fog. Entered Lady 
Franklin Bay, baving meanwhile examined the Englisi: 
depot ut Carey Island. Recovered the entire English 
arctic mail at Littleton Island. Discovered the transit 
instrument of the Polaris in the quarters at Lifeboat 
Cove: obtained the record at W ashington Irving Island. 
Overhauled the English depot xt Cape Hawks and 
1 nded the depot material at Carl Ritter Bay. Our ves 
sei never met 2 pack worthy of the name, and Was not 
stopped by ice until it, was inside Cape Lieber, Lady 
Franklin Bay, eight miles from our destination, where 
we were delayed one week, being forced back south of 
the eightieth parallel. Entered Discovery Harbor Aug. 
11, where our station is located, Water Course Buy be- 
ing impracticable for landing. ‘Have. killed here three 
months’ rations of musk cattle. ‘he weather is fine. 
= building is framed and being covered. Party ali 
well.” 

This telegram was dated Aug. 18. It was fol- 
lowed by a letter trom Lieut. Greely giving in 
detail an account of the operations mentioned. 
This letter was the last intelligence received of 
the Greely expedition until yesterday. Licuit. 
Greely spoke gladly of the pieasant run which 
the Proteus had. e left Godhaven on July 21 
and reached Rittenbek on the same afternoon, 
purchasing a number of sealskins, a large quan- 
tity, of dog food, and other articles. On July 23 
the’ party reached we merea vik, which port 
ther left on pa They toek what is 
known as the middie passage.and. had what 
was considered a remarkable passage. Noth. 
ing in the shape of pack ice was encountered iz 
Baffin’s Bay. On July $1.the party landed on the 
Carey Islands and obtained trom a cairn on the 
summit of a hill the record leit by Mr. Alien 
Young in 1876 and 1877, They found and exam- 
ined the whaleboat and depot of provisions left 
by Capt. Sir George Naresin 1875. They toox 
away a copy of the record found inthe boat. 
On Aug. 2 Littleton Island was reached, and b}y, 
tons were = ashore for possible future_use. 
Lieut. Kislingbury and Dr. Pavy visited Life- 
forthe Etah Reaalugeae, 
‘but did not find them. On Aug. 3 the expedition 

Cave Hawks. where an 
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of the English depot of 187) was made. Lieut. 
Greely took the jolly boat of that expedition, as 
it was in good order. A keg of rum and three 
cans of tomatoes were taken from the stores de- 

osited there. On Aug. 3the party passed Cape 

ollingson, and on Aug.4 Franklin Sound was 
sighted. Onthe same day 225 bread and meat 
rations were cachéd on the shores of a little 
creek in the northeast part of Carl Ritter Bay. 
At 8 P. M. that day off Cape Lieber a heavy pack 
was sighted, and at 9 P. M. Aug. 4 the vessel was 
flopped by ice, for the first time, in Lady Frank- 
lin Bay, only eight miles from its destination. 

Nothing could be done but wait. On Aug. 5 
some of the party went ashore at Cape Lieber 
and examined the ice from an elevation, but 
could find no outlet. The pack began to move, 
and the vessel was driven southward. On the 
evening of Aug. 8 a compact barrier of ice 
stretched around the vessel. 
probable, and preparations were made te unship 
the screw andrudder. During the night matters 
improved, but in the next two days the vessel 
was driven 45 miles southward. 
the 10th a southwest gale set in, and open water 
became visible on the west coast as tar 
north as could be seen. Aft 7:30 
vessel started northward; at LP. M. ske passed 
Cape Lieber, and at 2:40 had crossed Lady Frank- 
lin Bay. There wasj plenty of pack ice, but a 
narrow Jane permitted the vessel to enter Dis- 
covery Harbor, where the vessel forced her way 
about a quarter of a mile through harbor ice 15 
inches thick. Lieut. Greely visited the Discovery 
Winter quarters and found some records, Lieut. 
Lockwood examined Water Course Bay and re- 
ported that the place was excellent for camp- 
ing, but that the water was. shallow. 
The shape of the bay was such that 
while discharging her cargo the _ vessel 
would be unprotected from the ice. Hence 
Lieut. Greely decided to settle at Discovery Win- 
ter quarters. On Aug. 12 the vessel broke her 
way throfigh two miles of heavy iceand anchored 
about 100 yards off shore. The men were divided 
into two gangs, and in 60 hours the cargo was 
discharged. One hundred and forty tons of coal 
were landed, ana work on the house was pushed 
forward rapidly. The station was named Fort 
Conger, after Senator Conger, of Michigan. On 
Aug. 18 the Proteus left the party, bearing the 
letter which contained the information already 
given. As before stated nothing more was heard 
from Lieut. Greely’s expedition. 

it had been arranged befdére the departure of 
the party that in the Summers of 1882 and 1883 
expeditions shouid be sent to replenish the stores 
of the colony and to give any relief in need of 
which 1t might be. It was understood that in 
case the party failed to reach Lady Franklin 
Bay, provisions and documents of instruction 
were to be cachéd at the furthest accessible point 
on the east coast of Grinnell Land, and a station 
for supplies established at Littleton Island. 
Lieut. Gree!y’s instructions were, if no relief 
expedition arrived before, to abandon his station 
not later than September, 1883, and retreat south- 
ward by boat, following the east coast of Grin- 
nell Land until he met the relieving vessel or 
arrived at Litticton Island, where relief was to be 
awaiting him. The relief expedition of 188 
sailed on the steamer Alhambra, of the Crom- 
weil Line, for St. John on June 26. The party 
consisted of Assistant Surgeon F. H. Hoadley, 
Sergt. Georre W. Wal!,and Privates Richard 
Ragge, Joseph Palmerts, and M. Barnell, Sur- 
geon Hoadley was to relieve Dr. Pavy and Sergt. 

Vall andthe privates were to take the place of 
such men as needed to be relieved on account of 
their heaitb. * expedition carried a iarge 
quantity of clothing, provisions, scientific in- 
struments, and other necessaries. The expedi- 
tion sailed from Si. John inthe Neptune. The 
season proved to be unfavorable, and after con- 
tending with the ice for a month the ship suc- 
ceeded in advancing only as far as latitude 71° 20’. 
Finally stores were cached at Littleton Island and 
Cape Sabine and the vessel returned. 

Grave fears for Greely’s safety began to arise 
It was feared that he would have to retreat un- 
nided down the coast of Grinnell Land in the 
Winter of 1883-4 unless relict reached him in the 
Summer of 1883. Such a retreat, it was thought, 
would prove disastrous.. Fort Conger, Greely’s 
station, was further north than the Winter quar- 
ters of any other arctic expedition had ever been. 
The coast of Grinnell Land south of the station 
was extremely wild, rugged, and desolate. The 
nearest inhabitants were the Etah Esguimaux, 
who lived on the other side of Smith's 
Sound, 250 miles away. Hence, in January, 
1883, men were sclected to be sent out as 
® relieving party. First Lieut. Ernest A. Gar- 
lington, of the Seventh Cavalry, was chosen as 
commander, and the party under tiim consisted 
of 14 men, including a competent ice pilot and 
three experienced arctic scamen. The Proteus 
Was again employed to make the trip from St, 
John. She was regarded as especially fitted for 
the service. She was commanded by Capt. 
Richard Pike, with a_ crew of 22 men. The 
Yantic, of the United States Navy, under Com- 
mander Frank Wildes, was ordered to accompany 
the Proteus, to give all possible assistance, and 
to remain at Littleton Island until Lieut. Gar- 
ilington and his party should return from 
Fort Conger. Lieut. Garlington received his in- 
structions from Gen. Hazen, Chief of the Signal 
Service Depariment. The instructions stated 
that Greely’s supplies would be exhausted in the 
approaching Fal! and that he would de obliged 
to retreat southward. This would involve the 
loss of human lives and valuabie records. No 
effort, therefore, was to be spared to push the 
vessel through to Lady Franklin Bay. Garling- 
ton was to land at Lifeboat Cove, if he could not 
advance up Smith’s Sound, send back the Prote- 
us,and remain till relieved the following Sum- 
mer, meantime endeavoring to reach Greely by 
sledge. The Proteus left St. John on June 2. 
On July 6 she reached Godhaven, Greenland, 
where the Yantic arrived on the 12th. 

Procurins such supplies as he could, Garling- 
ton proceeded to Disco Fiord. On the 19th the 
Proteus came against a solid floe, beyond which 
one of the Beivone Islands was seen. On the 
20th she reached one ot the Carey Is!ands, which 
Lieut. Garlington visited. He took some records 
of Hares’s, and, rounding Cape Alexander, en- 
tered Pandora Harbor on the morning of the 
22d. The weather was exceedingly pleasant, and 
no ice was visibic. Lieut. Garlington therefore 
decided not to leave any provisions at Littleton 
isiland—for wich he wasafterward severely criti- 
cized—but to make his first caché at Cape Prescott. 
Before noon, however, the vessel encountered a 
pack throurh which she slowly forced her way 
until the moraing of the 23d, when she was four 
miles froni Cape Albert. The pack then closed 
and an effort was nade to work the vessel back 
into open water near Cape Sabine. At 2:45 P. M. 
she came to a stop within 400 feet of open water. 
The pack closed in upon her, combel the star- 
board rail, forced up the deck planks, and pierced 
the starboard coal bunkers. Such stores as could 
be hastily gathered together were thrown out 
upon the ice. Two whaleboats and a dingy were 
got out und the chronometers, sextants, and 
revords were saved. At 6:50 P. M. the vessel 
was abandoned, and 25 minutes later she 
sank. With great. difficulty a part of 
the stores were carried to Cape Sabine, and 500 
rations were deposited for Greely’s party three 
miles west of that point. Lieut. Colwell, with 
a lightly loaded boat. went by water to Uper- 
navik, whilé Lieut. Garlington and the rest of 
the party followed the coast. On Aug. 23 they 
me! a party of Esquimaux sent out to their re- 
lief by Commander Wildes, of the Yantic, and 10 
davsiater the whole party was gathered on that 
vessel at Upernavik. The Yantic had reached 
Littleton island on Aug. 3, and, finding Garling- 
ton’s records, had been searching for him. On 
Sept. 1) the Seeretary of the Navy received a 
dispatch from Commander Wildes, then at St. 
John, announcing the return of the Yantic to 
that port, bringing Capt. Pike, the crew of the 
Proveus, Licut. Garlington and his party, and 
giving a brief account of the failure of the ex- 
pedition. 

The failure of the expedition gave rise to great 
regret and much criticism. The serious aspect 
of the case was that no relief had been afforded 
Greely in two years, and it was doubted. that he 
could make a successful retreat, not finding the 
expected supplies. Lieut. Garlington was crit- 
icized for not leaving stores at Littleton Island. 
Gen. Hazen deciared that Garlington had re- 
ceived supplemental instructions just before 
sailing to the effect that he shoula land the 
stores of the Proteus, except supplies for more 
northerly stations, at Littleton Island on his 
way north, and that, if he succeeded in reaching 
Lady Franklin Bay, he should pick up the stores 
on his return. Lieut. Garlington, in reply, de- 
clared that he had never received any supplement- 
ary instructions. ife had received an unsigned 
yaper in the same oneeee as his instructions. 

he paper bore no official marks, and he did 
not regard itasan order. The discussion finally 
led Lieut. Garlington to ask fora court of m- 

uiry. The Secretary of War sharply censured 
the Chief of the Signal Service Department for 
not making the inclosed paper a part of the in- 
structions. On Oct.3i a court of inquiry was 
ordered. and the testimonv before it occupied 
several weeks. The report of this court was 
made public in February last. it declared that 
Lieut. Garlington had erred in not waiting 
longer at Pandora Harbor to obtain supplies 
from the Yantic for a Winter station at Life- 
boat Cove or Littleton Island, but held that the 
error was * committed in the exercise of a diffi- 
cult and unusual discretion,” for which “he 
should not be beid to further accountability.” 
The failure of the expedition was attributed to 
the “‘grave errors and omissions” of the Chief 
Signal Service Officer of the army. 


Immediately the question of athird effort to 
save the Greely party was discussed. On Dec, 
17, 1883, the President appointed a commission, 
consisting of Gen. W. B. Hazen, Chief Signal 
Officer, and Capt. George W. Davis, of the Four- 
teenth Infantry, selected by the Secretary of 
War, and Capt. James A. Greer and Lieut.-Com- 
mander B. H. McCalla, designated by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. This commission was to take 
charge of the preparations for the new 

“e ition. and the result of its labors 
was the sailing of the party which has just 
accomplished the rescue. The first of the ves- 
sels to sail was the Bear, which left the eek 
Navy Yard on April 24 last. More than 5, 
persons witnessed her departure. Chief Engzi- 
neer Loring. Naval Oonstructor Wilson, Gen. 
Hazen, and Chief Clerk Hogg came from Wash- 
ington to see the start. Secretary Chandler tel- 
egraphed wishing all on board good health, good 
luck, and good courage. The navy yard tug Ca- 
talpa accompanied the Bear down the Bay,and she 
was saluted by the sailors on the Colorado and by 
theshrieking of hundreds of whistles in the East 
River. On May lasimilar scene was witnessed, 
when the second vessel, the Thetis, departed.

AN OLD EXPLORER’S VIEWS. 
LIEUT. DANENHOWER ON THE RESCUE AND 
ARCTIC EXPLORATION GENERALLY. 

Lieut. Danenhower, United States Navy, 
whose connection with arctic explorations is 
well known, and who is now assigned to duty on 


the United States ship Minnesota, was ques- 


Greely party. Mr. Danenhower began by saying 
that the Thetis relicf party was the best equipped 
tbat ever was sent to the northern latitudes. Re- 
ferring to the hardships which the Greely party 
must have undergone, Mr. Danenhower said: 
“Their journey over the ice trom Fort Conger 
to Cape Sabine must have been terrible. The 


distance, if I remember rightly, was 250 miles. 
At Cape Sabine Greely probably found the rec- 
ords of Lieut. Garlington. The explorers must 
have seen the relief ship in the offing and 
crawled as best they could out on the 
ice to: meet her, for the dispatch says 
that they were picked up about five miles out 
from the cape. It is remarkable that an Esqui- 
mau should have been the second man to die, 
and another Esquimau ‘died among the first—on 
April 24. This would seem to show that the white 
man can outlive eventhe Esquimau under such 
circumstances; although, perhaps, those poor 
fellow overworked themselves, as did Alexei, of 
the De Long party. Speaking of the strength of 
men, Lieut. Greely was considered a Gelicate 
man, and most people predicted that he would 
give out under hardships. We now see he Gid 
not. His wife always expressed confidence in his 
physica! and mental capacity, and during all this 
suspenee bas borne herself in a dignified and sen- 
sible manner.” 

Mr. Danenhower spoke of a couple of the lost 
men whom he knew. He said that Sergt. 
Edward Israel, of the Signal ai , the astron- 
omer of the party, was very highly esteemed in 
hishome at Kalamazoo, Mich., and was looked 
upon by his fellow-townsmen as a man of whom 
bright things were expected. Mr. Danenhower 
saw Israel’s widowed mother last Winter, when she 
seemed very sad, and had about given up hopes 
of seeing,her son again. Of Second Lieut. Fred- 
erick F. Kislingbury Mr. Danenhower said 
that he had rendered important service during 
the war as a volunteer, and was ufterward ap- 
pointed to the regular arene Kislingbury was 
from Rochester, N. Y., and left two children. 

™n further conversation Mr. Danenhower said: 
“In September last Prof. Joseph Lockwood, of 
the navy, now on the retired list, advocated the 
plan of sending a ‘forlorn hope’ expedition of 
relief after Greely. The scheme was deemed 
impracticable. From the evidence now before 
us we know that if a vessel had been 
able to get to Cape York at that time 
it would have reached Cape Sabine, for 
the channel was so open that Greely’s party 
could not get from Sabine to Littleton Island, 
having abandoned their boats. The condition of 
theice at that season in Melville Bay is not 
known. Itisalmost impossible for a ship to 
work through the bay in the darkness of the 
polar nights. It must be remembered that this 
relief expedition had the advantage of continuous 
daylight. I have always said, in reply to ques- 
tions that have been put to me, that some of 
the Greeley party would be found alive. I aid 
not think, however. that Commander Schley 
would reach them before the middle of July. 
They must have sustained themselves wonder- 
fully for nine months. Sir John Franklin’s and 
De Long’s parties also lasted for extraordinary 
lengths of time under terrible privations and 
sufferings.” : 

Mr. Danenhower was asked as to the possible 
causes of Gree'y’s mishap. “I do not hesitate 
to express the opinion,” he replied, “that Gree- 
ly was sent too far north. There are 11 stations 
up there, but Greely was thrust some 10 we ~ 
further north than some of the others. Point 
Barrow, for instance, is in 72° north, while Greely 
had to go up to 82°. He would not_have been 
ordered up there had it not been for English re- 
ports. The International Congress decided that 
Greely was too high up.” 

As to the benefits of Greely’s search and polar 
expeditions generally, the explorer said: “No 
doubt Greely hasaseries of valuable observa- 
tions as such; but it is not at all certain that 
deductions of great value will be made 
from them. As far as I can see from study 
and experience, nothing of great value 
has been obtained from meteorological 
ebservations in the polar regions, and nothing 
is likely to be. 1 think there are much bet- 
ter fields for exploration and scientific work. 
The statement is made by scientists that the 
most favorable stations for meteorological 
observations are in the polar and equatorial 
regions—the extremes. The last ongress 
proposed to establish 11 stations within 
the arctic circle, but I have heard of no station 
near the equator. The world, possibly except- 
ing the Germans, are tired of polar expeditions 
anyhow. I believe that they should cease until 
some special means of locomotion such as air 
machinery are devised. That may sound strangly, 
but I say it seriously. They areof no use as 
weather stations, because you cannot take a long 
enough series of observations, and they cannot 
be sufficiently numerous.”

NEWS OF THE OLD WORL 


A GREAT TRADE PARADE TO AWE 
THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

THE PROPOSITION OF THE EARL OF 
WEMYSS IN REGARD TO THE FRAN- 
CHISE BILL REJECTED BY A MAJORITY 
OF THE LORDS. 

Lonpon, July 17.—In the House of Lords 
to-day the Earl of Wemyss moved that the 
House proceed to consider the Francbise bill 
provided the Government would undertake to 
present at the Autumn session a bill for the re- 
distribution of seats in the House of Com- 
mons. Lord Shaftesbury seconded the motion, 
which was defeated by a vote of 182 to 182. 
This evening the Earl of Cadogan’s motion that 
the House present an address to the Queen ask- 
ing her to summon an Autumn session of Parlia- 
ment to consider the franchise question in con- 
junction with the question of a redistribution of 
Parliamentary seats was carried by 1 unanimous 
vote. 

The Trades Committee is making arrange- 
ments to have a procession numbering 200,000 
persons parade during the demonstration at 
Hyde Park next Monday, to awe the 
House of Lords into passing the Franchise 
bill. The majority of the workshops in 
London will close on that day. Enthusiasm 
over the movement for the abolition of the 
House of Lords is at high pressure. In conse- 
quence of Lord Randolph Churchill support- 
ing the plan for a compromise on the Franchise 
bill the ultras in the National Conservative 
Union are making a movement to have him dis- 
placed from the Chairmanship. 

DuBLIn, July 17.—TheU nited Ireland de- 
nounces what it calls the sham Liberal agitation 
against the House of Lords because of its rejec- 
tion of the Franchise bill. It says the members 
of the House of Lords &re more honest and less 
prejudiced gentlemen than the Radicals are.

ANOTHER OUTBREAK IN EGYPT. 

Lonpon, July 17.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Assiout says that the remainder of 
the Turkish battalion at that place mutinied and 
were disarmed. Their ringleaders were sent to 
Cairo. Itis believed that influential Turks re- 
siding at Assiout fomented the revolt of the 


battalion. The failure of the Mudir to take 
action to prevent the outbreak is regarded as 
suspicious.

OBITUARY. 


GEORGE SAUER. 

A dispatch from London yesterday an- 
nounced the death of George Sauer, a journalist 
well known in this country and in most of the 
capitals of Europe. Mr. Sauer was born in Ham- 
burg in 1823, where his youth was spent, and 
where he received the greater part of his educa- 


tion. He spent several years in America on occa- 
sional visits to his brother, the late Mr. Emil 
Sauer, then President of the German-American 
Bank, in this city, and during his travels wrote 
several works on commercial subjects. He be- 
came acquainted with President Lincoln through 
friends, and was appointed American Consul to 
Brussels during the war. His work in Brussels 
consisted chiefly in unearthing some revenue 
frauds in connection with the exportation of 
laces to the United States. ubsequently 
he took charge of the New-York Herald 
Bureau in London, and in the Franco- 
German war acted first as a corre- 
spondent of THe Trves, and later on as a repre- 
sentative of the Herald. He was connected with 
the company that laid the first submarine cable 
to America, and some time afterward wrote a 
book on the statistics of telegraphy. One of his 
best known publications was ** Sauer’s Handbook 
of European Commeérce.’’ During the closing 
years of his life he lived in London and wrote for 
the daily newspapers. He was connected with 
the London Daty Telegraph, the Financial Times, 
and other publications. He leaves a wife and 
several children. 


AN ANTI-BLAINE MEETING. 

Boston, Mass., July 17.—A meeting of 
Republicans and independents of Corcord, the 
home of the philosophers, opposed to Blaine 
and Logan was held to-night for organiza- 
tion for campaign work. The meeting 
was largely attended by some of the 
most prominent men ofthe town. Samuel Hoar, 
son of Judge E. Rockwood Hoar, called the 
meeting to order and made a_ speech, in 
which he said that the feeling, which is 
a very general one in this State and 
a remarkably general one in the town 
of Concord, that the tyranny of par- 
ty has got to be almost unbearable 
in this country is fast taking shape in 
Massachusetts and other States in a way that 
he ventured to say would bring about a result 
very surprising to the party managers. He had 
no doubt that there are in Concord enough inde- 
pendents and Republicans who are in sympathy 
with this movement to change the result of the 
election so far as the town is concerned.

THE CANADIAN ROADS REACHING 
TOWARD BOSTON. 

NEGOTIATIONS SAID TO BE IN PROGRESS BE- 

TWEEN THE CANADIAN PACIFIC AND 

THE BOSTON AND LOWELL RAILROAD, 


MonTREAL, July 17.—It is reported here 
that negotiations are in progress and are likely 
to be brought to a successful termination be- 
tween the Canadian Pacific and the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad Companies for through 
traffic between Boston and the West. It 
is a well-known fact that the South 
Eastern Railway is controlled by the 
Canadian Pacific, and it is stated that if a 
reasonable amount was offered there would be 
little difficulty in securing the connecting link, 
the Passumpsiac Road.

EXCITEMENT IN ATHENS.

A COLORED MAN SHOT AND KILLED BY A 
POLICEMAN. 

ATHENS, Ga., July 17.—People were up 
all last night in anticipation of an attempt by 
tke negroes to burn the town, owing to their 
indignation at the proceedings of the day 
before, when the city was filled with an im- 
mense throng of negroes in attendance on 
University Commencement, and the police had 
orders to keep the sidewalks and store doors 
cleared. About 10:30 o’clock Lieut. E. C. Ar- 
nold, of the police force, found 8 or 10 tegroes 
blocking the sidewalk in front of Dr. Lyn- 


don’s drug store, and ordered them to dis- 
verse. All obeyed except one named Sam 
aylor,a desperate character, who refused to 
move. After being ordered off three times, 
Lieut. Arnold raised his club as if to strike, 
when Taylor struck him on the side 
with his fist. Arnold then gave the fellow 
two blows on the head with his 
club, but at the second blow_it broke, 
when Taylor remarked: ‘*—— you,I have you 
now,” and, grasping the officer by the throat, be- 
gan to push him back, at the same time deliver- 
ing blows on his face. Taylor was a very stout 
negro, and Lieut. Arnold findin that he 
could not grapple with him and that the 
negro was attempting to draw his knife, 
drew his pistol, and placing its muzzle against 
Taylor’s breast, fired two shots into him,. one 
ranging near the heart. But this did not deter 
the negro, who continued to fight like a demon, 
and had almost pushed the officer through the 
store, when Lieut. Arnold fired again, 
the ball entering the side of  Tayior’s 
head and producing instant death. Taylor ex- 
pired with a groan. Coroner Jennings held an 
mgquent, and the jury returned a verdict of justi- 
flable homicide. The blacks were very much ex- 
cited over the killing, and several of them 
mounted dry goods boxes on the street and 
began incendiary harangues.

YOW ITASKA LOST THE SELLING 
RACE AT MONMOUTH. 

4 HOWLING MOB DEMANDING THAT ALL 
BETS BE DECLARED OFF—FIVE OTHER 
GOOD CONTESTS ON THE TRACK. 

The crowd at Monmouth Park yesterday 
was very large, and the character of the sport 
was such as to warrant the presence of so many 
people. There was plenty of excitement also, es- 
pecially toward the close of the day, when some 
crooked racing aroused the indignation of the 

«speculative element. There were six races on the 
programme and the first was a handicap sweep- 
stakes of three-quarters of a mile,which was won 
by an outsider, Queen Esther, in the fast time 
of 1:15, beating such fast ones as Duplex, 

Plunger, and Rica. It wasa complete} surprise, 

The Tyro Stakes, for 2-year-olds, brought nine 

youngsters to the post,and Mr. Pierre Loril- 

lard’s pair, Wanda and Cholula, left their com- 
petitors very easily on the home stretch and fin- 
ished by themselves. Tho third race was the 

Barnegat Stakes, for 8-year-olds, which also 

brought out a field of nine starters,and Freddie 

Gebhard’s St. Saviour was the victor after cut- 

ting down Himalaya and Chanticleer and push- 

ing Endymion into the rails. The rider of the 
latter made complaint to the judges, but no 

heed was taken of it. The fourth race was a 

mile and a furlong handicap, and that fleet but 

unreliable mare, Aranza, showed her heels to her 
competitors shortly after the start and won 
handily. 

The fifth was a selling race of seven furlongs, 
and raised a rumpus, such as were much too fre- 
quent on this course last year. It had leaked 
out before the race that Itaska, the favorite, was

THE GREAT GUN FAILURE. 


PRESIDENT HUNT DESCRIBES HOW 
MISHAP OCCURRED. 
From the Boston Traveller, July 16. 
There have been many accounts relative 
to the failure of the 120-ton gun casting which 
was undertaken at the South Boston Iron Works 
on the 9th inst. Some of these have been so er- 
roneous that the Traveller bas obtained an expla- 
nation of the mishap from Mr. William P. Hunt, 
the President of the company, who, in response 
to a question as to the cause and nature of the 
accident, said: 


**The mold was prepared in a heavy iron flask, 
made in sections and held together by bolts 
through fianges and clamp fastenings. ‘These 
sections were built up, one upon the other, until 
the gun mold was placed vertically in a pit near- 
i feet in depth, and reaching to the surface. 

he cavity in the mold to receive the molten 
iron, and form the gun casting, was 4 feet 9 
inches in diameter at the bottom, 3 feet 7 inches 
in diameter at the top, and 39 feet long. In the 
centre of this cavity extending from top to bot- 
tom was a wrought iron tube, about 9 inches in 
diameter, covered externally with clay, to resist 
contact with molten iron, made perfectly tight 
at the bottom, but open at the top. The pur- 
pose of this tube was to form the bore of the 
gun when cast, and to allow cold water to circu- 
late through the centre of the casting as 
near as practicable to the hot iror, and 
so cool the casting from the bore and 
bring the desired contraction toward the 
centre. The mold having been made ready, 
three furnaces charged with 40 tons of iron each 
were lighted at 10 o’clock Tuesday night, and at 
noor on Wednesday the furnaces were all tapped 
and the molten iron from each furnace run toa 
mixing chamber, and then was led to the bottom 
of the mold. Asthe furnaces were drained of 
their contents (which required about 30 minutes’ 
time) the iron rose up fromthe bottom to the 
top of the mold until it was filled. All was 
regular and the cast seemed to be every way sat- 
isfactory. Congratulations were exchanged on 
every side, and the many visitors left, belleyin 
there was nothing more to be done but to coo 
the casting. Aboutan hour later, however, the 
heavy iron flask burst open at the bottom, and 
this column of molten iron, 40 feet high and 
4 teet in diameter, instantly settled to the 
bottom of the pit and formed a_ cheese 
13 feet in diameter and 6 feet thick. As 
the pit was perfectly dry and tight there was 
no explosion. The tube in the centre of the 
mold through which water was circulating 
to cool the iron was not disturbed. The iron 
simply settled away from it and the tube re- 
mained hanging in the mold. As the heavy 
mass of iron fell to the bottom of the pit it 
went with such force thata small amount, per- 
haps 50 pounds, was thrown through a smoke 
flue into the foundry upon the timbers of the 
roof and set the building on fire. The roof and 
fixtures of the foundry were damaged to the 
amount of $7,000, and are fully insured. The 
damage to the flask, the recovery of the heavy 
mass from the pit, and putting it in shape to be 
remelted, the molding and casting another gun, 
will be a serious loss, but cannot be closely esti- 
mated. lcannot fully explain the breaking of 
the fiask so long after the cast had been success- 
fully made, but it was probably due to the ex- 
pansion of the flask and mold, as the heat 
gradually increased until the clamp fastenings 
were overtaxed.”

HE THINKS NEW-JERSEY WILL GO DEMO- 
CRATIC AND COUNTS ON NEW-YORK. 

Lone Branou, July 17.—Leon Abbett, 
the Democratic Governor of New-Jersey, has 
come back from the Chicago Convention full of 
enthusiasm for Grover Cleveland. “* New-Jersey 
gave me 7,000 majority,” he said yesterday,

Al MINIATURE KARTHQUAKE. 


AN ALARM IN SCRANTON CAUSED BY MINES 
CAVING IN. 

ScRANTON, Penn.., July 17.—The people 
living in the Hyde Park portion of the city were 
startled early this morning by a loud rumbling 
like that of thunder, which was followed bya 
fierce commotion of the earth that sent crockery 
and furniture rattling about in a number of 
houses, tore doors from their fastenings, and 
produced a temporary panic. The excitement 
was caused by the caving in of the minesin the 
vicinity of Everett-street and Van Buren-ave- 
nue. Mrs. Somerhill, living on Price-street, was 
the first to feel the shock, which occurred short- 
ly after midnight. Her house rocked like a ship in 
astorm, and she was so terror-stricken that she 


was afraid to leavethe building. The conyul- 
sions lasted, with more or less severity, during 
the night, and she says the hours that passed be- 
tween the time the first symptoms of this minia- 
ture earthquake occurred and dawn were filled 
with indescribable fears. It took some time be- 
fore she realized that the commotion was due 
to the caving in of the mine, and when the 
reat situation manifested itself she feared to 
leave the house lest she might step into some 
gaping chasm caused by the subterranean 
storm. When morning came she found that the 
walls of the house were cracked by the strain to 
which they had been subjected and one end of 
the building had sunk several feet in the earth. 
Several large fissures extended across’ Price- 
street and the western side of the street had 
sunk two feet deep. The people living on the 
sunken side of the street had been ina state of 
terror before dawn, and as soon as daylight ap- 
eared the entire neighborhood looked as if it 
nad been made the sport of some Titanic force 
during the night. 

The houses were awry, and the gates were 
jammed £0 tight that they could not be opened. 
Several chimneys had toppled over, and the 
street had been rent asunder in numerous places, 
the fissures extending right across the thorough- 
fare. Since morning the middie of the street has 
sunk three feet. Most of the wells in the vicin- 
ity have been drained dry, and there has been a 
sudden collapse of the water supply. The people 
in that neighborhood are still considerably 
alarmed, although it is thought to-night that 
the worst isover. The caving in of the surface 
is due tothe taking out of the coal pillars which 
are usually left to support the roof of the mine.

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DOGS RACINGINTHE WATER 


AN EXCITING SWIMMING CONTEST 
AT HARLEM. 
HUNDREDS WATCH WITH BREATHLESS INTER- 
EST THE STRUGGLES OF A NEWFOUND- 
LAND TO ESCAPE BEING RUN DOWN. 


It was a great day for the dogs in Har- 
lem yesterday. Every animal that knew how to 
swim had been on tip-toe with excitement for 
the last week over the natatorial contest, or dog- 
swimming races, that came off in the after- 
noon at the Harlem Beach Family Bathing 
Grounds, (which are under water,) at the foot 
of East One Hundred and Sixteenth-street, and 
every dog that could induce his master to pay 50 
cents to enter him in the race was eager for the 
hour of the match. It was a great day for the 
children, too, and all the afternoon boys and 
girlsof all ages, clad in bathing suits, were 
tumbling about in the water or sunning them- 
selves on the floats while they waited for the 
races to begin. 

The smallest of the little swimmers wore only 
trunks, and they splashed and dived about with 
the utmost merriment. The little girls had a 
separate float in shallow water, but some of them 
were better swimmers than the boys, and they 
would dive from the piers or life-saving boats 
and disappear from sight, and a minute after- 
ward their heads would bob up dripping several 
rodsaway. The boys had a spring-board 10 feet 
above the water, and several of the girls came 
over to dive from it, and very graceful were the 
motions of their lithe little bodies as, with 


clasped hands and outstretched arms, they went 
head foremost under the deep water. 

The dogs began to arrive about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and before 3:30 the Harlem Beach 
bathing grounds might have been taken for a 
dog pound, so many and varied were thecanine 
contestants. The races were open to three classes 
of dogs—Newfoundlands, water spaniels, and 
mongrels. Under the latter head “any fog be- 
ing eligible according to the circular. here 
were more Newfoundlands than any other class. 
The dogs came by land and water. Small boys led 
big dogs in from the street, and in a great 
many cases the dogs were leading the boys. 
Others arrived in boats from up or down the 
river, and by 4 o’clock all the starters were 
ready. Whentheir owners led them down the 
gangplank to the float, whence they embarked 
for the starting pleae, there were several very 
lively contests. ‘There were two Jumbos amon 
the Newfoundlands, and one was as quarrel- 
some as John L. Sullivan. He wes muzzled and 
his owner held him by a chain that might have 
secureda buffalo bull, but no sooner did he get 
within speaking distance of any other dog than 
he would grow! in his ear that if it were not for 
the muzzle he would make premature sausage- 
meat of him and dance on his collar or perform 
any other indignity that occurred to him. It was 
noticeable, however, that whenever he caught 
the eyes of alittle white bulldog named Music 
Jumbo retired within himself. 

Music was as bowlegged asa sewing machine, 
and his under jaw projected like the lower deck 
ofatugboat. Hehad on a muzzle as big asa 
birdcage, and he was so light that whenever his 
owner took off his hat to the ladies of his ac- 
quaintance—the string he held him by being 
very short—Music was lifted from his feet. 
Jumbo and Music passed each other only once, 
but then they sprang at each other with such 
fury that both bent their wire muzzles out of 
shape; and a charming young lady who had 
brought a little white cuspidore—or spitz—dog 
down, was frightened so that she ween him 
inthe water. The charming young lady fran- 
tically rushed for a boat and made her escort 
row after her dogina bathing costume. When 
he was recovered she took off his collar with the 
silver bells, and made the youth in the bathing 
suit wear it upon his arm, and the little dog 
plunged into the river at every opportunity. 

The first heat of Newfoundland swimmers 
was between the two Jumbos, one owned by 
William Bernard and the other by Rudolf Schnitz- 
er, and Peter Bernard’s Nero. The dogs’ own- 
ers took them over to the starting place at 

fandall’s Island, directly across the river, in 
rowboats. The goal was marked by a su- 
peranuated beer keg with a flag arising 
from the bunghole. The water front of 
Randall's Island being walled with stone, to 
prevent the fish from trampling down the grass, 
a fine opportunity was afforded for the start, the 
boats being brought close up against the stones. 
Starter James Gordon called ** Ready !” and each 
dog owner seized his animal by the nape of 
the neck and the hair of his back. “Go!” 
shouted Gordon, and fired a revolver, and 
each owner’ threw his dog into’ the 
river, and the boatmen pulled at the oars. Then 
each man called his dog as the boats moved rap- 
idly across the river, and the dogs naturally fol- 
lowed the boats; all butone—Nero. Nerolooked 
atter his master in the receding boat which 
he had been fiung out of, and then turned 
and placidly swam_ ashore, deat to all 
the whistling and shouting that Bernard 
hurled after him. Having reached the bank he 
nonchalantly shook himself, gazed contemptu- 
“ously after the two swimming dogs, and iny 
down inthe sun. His owner’s remarks, whic 
were brief and emphatic, might have been heard 
across the river, and when he went ashore after 
the dog that obedient and sagacious animal swam 
over to New-York and went home. 

jernard’s Jumbo took the Jead at the start. 
He followed a boat in which were his little mas- 
ter and the boy’s sister, and heswam likea streak. 
A flotilla of at least a hundred ra@wboats fol- 
lowed the dogs across the river,and just as they 
reached midstream the great schooner Isaac W. 
Kerlin, moved by the tug Cornelia, which was 
jashed at her side, bore down upon them. 
There were cries of alarm from the vessel’s 
decks, and shouts rose from the hundreds of 
spectators that lined both shores. The small 
boats scurried out of the way in great haste, but 
Jumbo, who swam desperately aiter his master’s 
borat as it pulled rapidly away from him, was 
seen to be right in the path of the great vesse!. 

There could not have been more excitement if 
a man had been in danger of his life. ‘The crowds 
on the shore shouted and screamed, the men in 
the boats called angrily to the sailors on the 
echooner’s decks, and the little girl in the boat 
the dog was so faithfully following, cried 
and hid her face in her hends as_ the 
great prow neared tke swimming animal. 
Jumbo saw his danger and howled with appre- 


danger’s reach. Every one held his breath as 
the big vessel caught upto the swimming dog. 
The cutwater missed his head by a single foot of 
space, and the swirl of water along the keel 
swung his tody to one side. There was a 
shout of joy from the boats and from 
the shore, which changed again to a 
ery of fear as it was seen that the 
dog had been thrown directly into the path of 
the tug. But the gallant swimmer escaped the 
tug as narrowly as he had the larger vessel, and 
passed on to the float, where he arrived a winner 
umid tremendous applause. His little mistress 
threw her arms about his neck and hugged him 
in spite of his wet hair. and he was patted and 
encouraged all around. His time was 6:00. 

The next heat was won by Jack, the property 
of W. P. Armstrong, in 5:00, and the third by 
Lulu, owned by Peter Hogan, in 5:30. The tnree 
winners swam a final heat, which was won by 
Lulu in 5:10. 

The water spaniels entered were Rover, Nell, 
Flora, Jack, and Fannie, and, being better swim- 
mers than the Newfoundlands, they made faster 
time. Nell got to the float first in 4:30, but she 
was disqualified by Referee Clarence Lipman be- 
cause her owner touched her after she was in the 
water. Vlora, who arrived 15 seconds after Nell, 
wos awarded first place. 

The mixed ciass comprised a bloodhound, a 
Gordon setter, a bulldog, a spaniel, a staghound, 
one or two mastiffs, ana a great variety of mon- 
erels. The charming young lady who owned the 
spitz dog started him with the others, and en- 
couraged him from the stern ot the boat, while 
the youth in the bathing suit. with the col- 
jar on his arm pulled across the _ river. 
But the small spitz wept pitifully as 
the boat began toleave him, and his pathetic 
struggies to catch up to itso worked upon the 
sympathies of his mistress that she withdrew 
him trom the race by the hair of his back. The 
bulldeg Music won the race, and the setter Jack 
got second place. The prizes were handsome 
collars, and they were proud dogs that wore 
them home in the evening.

CrICcAGO, July 17.—The Chicago grain markets 
were active and stronger to-day, while the provisions 
were dull and irregular. The chief interest was in 
breadstuffs, which were excited by fears that tne 
weather in the West is too cold fer Corn, while the 
European Wheat crop does not now promise so abun- 
dantly as the bears have claimed. The result was arather 
vigorous pressure to cover shorts, a great deal of wnich 
wus on Eastern account, though it did not show up in 
the increased activity of messenger boys, as the orders 
mostly came by “private wire.” The easy feeling in 
stocks, with other reported failures, tended to prevent 
a sbarp ad nce in Grain, as it made some people more 
willing to sefl at a moderate profit. There was a tair 
shipping movement, partly based on tve threatened 
advance in rail freights at the beginning of nex. week, 
though some people were inclined to think that the 
edict would prove to resembie what Lincoin referred 
to as the “‘ Pope’s bull against the comet.”’ Provisions 
were quiet und irregular. Lard and Meats were st®ong- 
er, in sympathy with Hogs,while Pork was easier. ‘The 
last fact seemed to be based upon the ideu that the 
Pork shorts are nearly all tiled, of which there;ls some 
doubt. ‘The retired, but the 
number of littie ones may yet prove to ba 
large enough to make a_ big aggregate. Some 
settlements were made at $2850 tor August, while 
Pork for the same month was offered by outside par- 
ties at something less, $23 30 being all that was asked 
atonetime.

The Blaine organs are trying to get 
some comfort out of a series of resolu- 
tions adopted by a workingmen’s meeting 
in Washington. These resolutions declare 
that Gov. CLEVELAND is the workingman’s 
enemy. The organs fail to pubfish, how- 
ever, one of the resolutions which de- 
clares that the meeting’s opposition to 
CLEVELAND does not imply support of 
BLAINE. They also fail to say that the 
resolutions were passed after a long con- 
test by a bare majority in a thinly at- 
tended meeting; that the organization that 
passed the resolutions contains a large 
number of Republican’ officeholders, and 
has for its President an inveterate office 
seeker and officeholder, and that other 
workingmen in that city have since held 
another meeting and expressed their dis- 
approval of the resolutions. The friends of 
Gov. CLEVELAND welcome a thorough ex- 
emination of his record by workingmen. 
The workingmen of the United States are 
intelligent, and they like fair play. They 
will not be deceived. Careful examina- 
tion and free discussion will prove to them 
that this candidate of honest men is not, 
and has not been, their enemy, and that, 
as the advocate of honest goyernment 
and a sound national policy he is, and 
will be, their best friend. 





A fine illustration of the way in which 
the spirit.of the civil service law is to be 
evaded in’ Washington is set forth in our 
dispatches from the capital. It is com- 
mended to the attention of stump speakers 
who maintain that reform can only be safe 
in the hands of a Republican Administra- 
tion, regardless of who is at the head of it. 
Promotions have been made in the Pen- 
sion Office. and others are contemplated 
there and elsewhere, merely on recommen- 
dations of the heads of bureaus and divis- 
ions. These promotions involve an increase 
of salary, and they are so directed and 
managed as to secure a part of the in- 
crease of salary as contributions to 
campaign funds. Threats of reducing the 
force of Government employes are also to be 
used to extort “voluntary” contributions 
from those who are anxious to save their 
heads. Neither are the officials to escape 
direct solicitations, but the circulars are 
to be sent by the committee that has no 
public officers in its membership, and ad- 
dressed to the men outside of the public 
buildings. This is the old abuse, with the 
added infamy of hypocritical methods, 
and an evasion of the spirit and purpose 


of a positive law.

Mr. CHANDLER is the most conspicuous 
representative in the present Administra- 
tion of Mr. Buiarve’s political methods. 
His treatment of the burning question 
of the post of keeper of Toos Marshes 
Light Ulustrates the kind of civil service 
reform that would prevail in a Blaine Ad- 
mivistration.

To punish by a large fine an officer who 
has merely resisted the appointment of 
such a man toa place where many lives 
depend upon his vigilance’ is an offense 
which ought to secure the removal of the 
offender from his own office.

In connection with an alleged defalca- 
tion of a trusted employe of the firm of 
ARNOLD, CONSTABLE & Co., it is stated 
that a settlement was made with the de- 
faulter and he was allowed to depart to 
Europe. It is further said that members 
of the firm refuse to state any of the facts 
for publication, on the ground that it was 
a matter that pertained only to their own 
private business. This is an entirely mis- 
taken view of the commission of any 
crime or any violation of the laws of 
this State. It is a matter that con- 
cerns everybody that such crimes should 
be exposed and punished, and not con- 
doned on any terms whatever. It is so 
far a matter of general concern that there 
are laws against the compounding of 
felony which are intended to prevent pre- 
cisely this method of covering up crime 
and preventing the punishment of crim- 
inals. ‘So long as such a practice exists 
we shall continue to hear of defalcations 
by trusted employes. 


It seems that a Sandy Hook pilot has 
discovered a new reef in this harbor by 
grounding upon it a steamer in his charge. 
This reef is known, it seems, to engineers, 
but it has never been surveyed, and is not 
marked on the charts. A few yeaf's agoa 
similar discovery was made in a similar 
way of a rock off the wild and unfre- 
quented coast of East Twenty-eighth- 
street. In the present case, how- 
ever, it seems that the reef is 
of recent formation, and it has probably 
been deposited, or at least enlarged, by 
the dumpers of street sweepings who are 
too lazy to go to sea. Inasmuch as these 
deiinquents are mostly Italians, there may 
be a poetical justice in the fact that the 
reef has been brought to public notice by 
the running upon it of an Italian steamer. 

The Congregationalist asserts that Mr. 
BLAINE confines his good old New-England 
way of going to church on Sunday to 
New-England, and declares that he last 
entered the Congregational church of 
Washington ‘for worship” eight years 
ago. The reservation is suggestive. It is 
not denied that Mr. BLaINe has gone 
to church in Washington within eight 
years. It is only denied that he has gone 
there for worship. The question is, what 
did he go there for? So far as the public 
knows he has not been baptized, married, 
or buried within eight years. If he has 
gone to church for political, social, or 
financial purposes, or merely to makea 
record on the churchgoing issue, the 
public ought to know aboutit. The reser- 
vation ‘‘ for worship” opens a great field 
for special clerical correspondence to the’ 
Tribune. 


THE RESCUE OF GREELY. 

Three years ago Lieut. GREELY and his 
companions sailed from a Newfoundland 
port to éstablish a colony in arctic ice. 
Yesterday morning the survivors of this 
expedition were brought back to the same 
port. Death had spared only six of the 
twenty-five men who had exiled them- 
selves in the dreary wastes that surround 
the North Pole. One had been drowned, 
one had been frozen to death, and seven- 
teen had perished by starvation. 

Could the lives of these brave men have 
been saved by the Government that sent 
them northward? After GREELY had 
reached his station on the north shore of 
Lady Franklin Bay he forwarded to the 
Chief Signal Officer instructions concern- 
ing the course which the Government 
should take for the purpose of maintaining 
communication with him. An expedition 
was to be sent northward in the following 
year. If that expedition should not ac- 
complish its purpose strenuous efforts 
were to be made in 1883 to reach the 
colony. GREELY foresaw that it might 
be impossible for any vessel to force its 
way through the ice to Lady Franklin 
Bay, and he suggested that in any event 
provisions should be deposited for his use 
at several points on the shore of Smith’s 
Sound. If the rescuing parties could not 
reach him he could make his way south- 
ward and rely upon these deposits for 
subsistence. One year passed, and the 
first attempt was made to reach the colony. 
It was unsuccessful, but a small quantity 
of provisions was left at Littleton Island. 
Another year passed, and the Proteus 
undertook to reach the beleaguered men. 
The history of that unfortunate expedi- 
tion is still fresh in the minds of the peo- 
ple. This year a third attempt was made, 
and the survivors were rescued just in 
time to preserve their lives. Following 
instructions, GREELY and his companions 
had abandoned their station and traveled 
southward. The food which they brought 
from Fort Conger and the supplies which 
they found on the way kept them alive 
for a time, and then seventeen men died, 
one after another, of starvation, on the 
very beach where GARLINGTON had de- 
posited the handful of provisions saved 
from the wreck of the Proteus. There were 
rations across the strait on Littleton Island, 
but they could not reach them. It ap- 
pears, then, that if GARLINGTON had been 
guided by the notorious supplementary 
instructions, and if a Jarge deposit had 
been made on Littleton Island before the 
loss of the Proteus, this deposit would 
have been of no service toGREELY. But 
if GARLINGTON had been directed to un- 
load his provisions before trying to push 
northward he would undoubtedly have 
deposited rations not only on Littleton 
Island but also at some point on the other 
side of the strait—perhaps between Cape 
Sabine and Bache Island, according to 
GREELY’s instructions—end the lives of 
seventeen men might have been saved. 

The enterprise was very badly managed 
from the beginning. Of all the stations 
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Gone Heto- iy, 
polar conference only one—that selected 
by the United States and occupied by 
GREELY—was beyond the line of safety. 
The Swedish station was in nearly the 
same latitude, but it could be easily reached 
in Summer. In three years out of four Fort 
Conger is inaccessible. Those who attempt- 
ed to reopen communication with GREELY 
were handicapped by the carelessness and 
stupidity of the Chief Signal Officer, Gen. 
Hazen, who has retained his position in 
the face of the severe castigation of courts 
of inquiry and of his superior officers. It 
has been conclusively shown that the fail- 
ure of the Garlington expedition was 
caused by his miserable blunders. Upon 
him rests, in a large measure, the respon- 
sibility for the deaths of seventeen brave 
men who would now probably be alive 
and well if that expedition had been suc- 
cessful. 

The United States now has no living 
colonists in the ice of the north. After 
years of adventure and suffering and anx- 
iety the field is clear. Let it remain so. 
Not even when it is played under favora- 
ble conditions is the game worth the can- 
dle. The discoveries made by our ex- 
plorers and observers in an uninhabitable 
region are but dust in the balance when 
weighed against the unending sorrows of 
bereaved families, the misery of broken 
homes, the horrible sufferings of so many 
worthy men, and the grief of a nation. 
Let there be an end of this folly. 


THE TENURE OF OFFICE BILL VETO. 

Any inquiry into the motives underly- 
ing the vicious course of Mr. Isaac Day- 
TON in the Assembly last Winter would 
be both profitless and disagreeable. We 
are entirely willing, therefore, to assent to 
the proposition made by him in a letter 
published in another column that the 
motive of his action in engrefting a 
hostile amendment upon the Tenure 
of Office bill shall be regarded as 
‘“‘immaterial.” But we cannot agree 
with Mr. Dayton in viewing his amend- 
ment as a proper one, or his intentions as 
being those of a reformer. If it had 
been a proper amendment, in harmony 
with the purpose of the bill and calculat- 
ed to promote the better administration of 
municipal affairs, we do not believe that 
Mr. Isaac DayToN would have had any- 
thing to do with it. His bad record asa 
legislator makes it impossible to believe 
that he had any other end in view than 
the destruction of the bill. 

What the effect of Mr. Dayton’s amend- 
ment was has already been told in our 
columns by Mr. Francis M. Scott, who 
prepared the Tenure of Office bill. In view 
of the persistent misrepresentations of Gov. 
CLEVELAND’s course in vetoing the bill, 
Mr. Scott's explanation of the working of 
the amendment offered by the member 
from the Thirteenth District will be read 
again with interest by persons who wish 
to get at the truth of the matter. In his 
letter published in THe Times of June 18 


Mr. ScoTT says: 

“This bill, as originally drawn, was entirely 
clear and consistent with the present charter of 
this city, in effect simply changing the time of 
appointment of the officials who are to hold 
until May, 1889, from December, 1854, to Febru- 
ary, 1885, while for this appointment of their 
successors in 1889 the Consolidation act makes 
ample provision, and if it had reached the Gov- 
ernor in this form it would, I am satisfied, have 
met with no adverse criticism from him. After 
the bill had passed the Senate and came up for a 
third reading in the Assembly a member from 
this city, who had not then displayed the cloven 
hoof that his subsequent course in regard to the 
Board of Elections bill made so apparent, offered 
anamendment providing that the terms of such 
officials as might be appointed under the bill 
should be limited to the term of office of the 
Mayor making the appointment. The frieads of 
the measure, perhaps without sufficient consid- 
eration, accepted the amendment, and the bill 
was passed as amendedand hurriedly sent to the 
Senate, where the amendment was concurred in. 

“This amendment had the precise effect that its 
astute proposer probably intended that it should 
have, and changed the bill from a complete and 
consistent to an incomplete and confused one. 
As amended, the bill provided a 23 months’ term 
for those appointed under it, and made no pro- 
vision whatever for the appointment of their 
successors or the duration of their terms, leav- 
ing such provision to be supplied by future legis- 
lation or evolved by judicial construction out of 
some section of the Consolidation act. It is easy 
for those who seek grounds for the abuse of the 
Governor to say that he should have trusted to 
the next Legislature to cure any defects that he 
might discover in the bill, but it is clear that no 
eareful and conscientious Executive should 
knowingly assent to a radically defective bill 
simply because he hopes that a Legislature not 
yet elected will see the defects and consent to 
rectify thein. 

“ As the draughtsman of the original Tenure of 
Office act, and one of its most ardent support- 


ers, 1am constrained to agree with Gov. CLEVE- | 


LAND that in the shape in which it reached him it 
was a very shabby piece of legislation, quite un- 
fit to find a place 1n the statute book.” 

Mr. DayTon’s statement that the bill as 
originally drawn made no provision for 
the appointment of successors to the offi- 
cers serving from Feb. 1, 1885, has no 
force or pertinence, since, as Mr. Scorr 
points out, the Consolidation act makes 
due provision for appointing their suc- 
cessors. The Tenure of Office bill was ap- 
plicable only to the offices of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel and the Commissioner of 
Public Works. Section 106 of the Consoli- 
dation act contains the following provis- 
ion: 

“ The terms of Office of all such heads of de- 
partments and persons, whensoever actually ap- 
pointed, shail commence on the Ist day of May 
of the year in which the terms ot office of their 
predecessors expire; but the Controller, Corpo- 
ration Counsel, and Commissioner of Public 
Works to be appointed on the expiration of the 
terms of office of the present incumbents, in 
December, 1884, shall hold their offices until four 
years from the Ist day of May succeeding such 
month.” 


The Tenure of Office bill, as drawn by Mr. 
Scott, was entirely in harmony with this 
section of the charter, as the two officers 
appointed by the next Mayor in February, 
1885, would have held office for four years, 
until May 1, 1889, as is provided in the 
section quoted above, and their successors 
would have been immediately appointed 
by the Mayor in office at that time, 
in accordance with the further provision 
of section 106 that appointments to fill 
vacancies occurring by reason of the ex- 
piration of the term of office shall be 
made within ten days. Mr. Dayton’s 
amendment created a nondescript term of 
office of 23 months, expiring on Jan. 1, 
1887, a term less than half that provided 
for ih the charter, and so short that

business connections to accept it. More- 
over, there was no earthly reason why the 


-new appointees’ term of office should 


have been limited to that of the Mayor 
appointing them. Mr. DaytTon’s amend- 
ment could have had but one object—the 
defeat of the bill. And it was this amend- 


‘ment, accepted by the Assembly and the 


Senate in ignorance of its purpose and 


effect, which, in the opinion of the drawer 
of the bill, transformed it into ‘a shabby 
piece of legislation quite unfit to finda 
place in the statute book.”

AN INEXPERIENCED MAN. 


It is the opinion of certain of the advo- 
‘cates of Mr. BLAINE that GROVER CLEVE- 


LAND has had no experience in public. 


affairs. It is true that he has been an ad- 
mirable Mayor of an important city, and 
an exceptionally able and upright Gov- 
ernor of the chief State of the Union, but 
it must be confessed that he does lack that 
practical acquaintance with public affairs 
which. certain other prominent men have 
enjoyed. 

For example, Mr. CLEVELAND never had 
any experience in the art of using his posi- 
tion as an officeholder as a means of en- 
riching himself. He has never obtained 
stock inarailway company on the plea 
that as Mayor of a city or Governor of a 
State he had rendered important services 
to the company, and could undertake in 
the fyture not to be a deadhead., It is 
probable that should he be eiected Presi- 
dent of the United States he would not 
have the least idea how to use his office as 
ameans of accumulating railway stock. 
This lack of knowledge of public affairs is 
indeed deplorable, and in the estimation 
of every successful practical politician it 
renders Mr. CLEVELAND a very objection- 
able candidate. 

Then, again, Mr. CLEVELAND has never 
gained the slightest experience in the art 
of combining national diplomacy with the 
enforcement of private claims against a 
foreign Government. Were he President, 
and were some liberal man with a claim 
against the Corean Government to interest 
him in the collection of that claim, it 
would never occur to Mr. CLEVELAND to 
involve the United States in war with 
Corea in order to enforce a claim 
with which the United States had 
no possible concern. In his _ igno- 
rance of public affairs Mr. CLEVELAND 
would inform the liberal man with the 
private claim that he had better attend to 
his own business, and beyond instructing 
the servants to kick him down stairs 
would pay no more attention tohim. Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s warmest admirers’ must con- 
fess that his want of experience in this 
class of public affairs is in strong contrast 
with that of men who have grown both 
rich and gray in the service of various 
constituents, and it will be difficult to 
convince any man with a claim of the 
Landreau type that so inexperienced a 
person is fit to be President. 

There are other political fields with 
which our excellent but inexperienced 
Governor has no acquaintance. 
never studied the fugitive slave law suf- 
ficiently to know that it was ‘one of the 
noblest laws, and that any Northern man 
ought to have been proud to have an op- 
portunity to catch runaway “‘ niggers.” 
In his ignorance he doubtless regards that 
law as a disgrace to the Nation, and it is 
notorious that he never had the least ex- 
perience in doing the “‘ dirty work” of the 
slaveowners. 

GROVER CLEVELAND is honest, fearless, 
and intelligent, but when he is compared 
with statesmen like CLayTon, Dorsey, 
ELKIns, or JOYCE, not to speak of greater 
men, his lack of experience of public 
affairs is painfully evident. He is, if pos- 
sible, more inexperienced than was 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN, and he will fill the 
Presidential chair for four years without 
learning any more of practical politics 
than was learned by LiINcoLN during the 
latter’s term of office. 


SUCCESSFUL PROPHETS. 


The red sunsets of last Fall are again 
visible in different parts of the world. 
This entirely upsets the hypothesis that 
they are due to dust thrown up by the 
voleano of Krakatoa. The tendency of 
dust to settle on crockery and other arti- 
cles of glass or china is so strong and those 
articles are so abundant that the dust of 
Krakatoa would have settled and disap- 
peared from the atmosphere within at 
least six weeks after the eruption. To 
suppose that it has floated in the atmos- 
phere for nearly a year is mere nonsense. 
Whatever may be the. cause of the red 
sunsets, we may feel sure that the dust of 
Krakatoa has nothing to do with them. 

It is time that the astrological prophets 
who a year or two ago asserted that the 
simultaneous presence in perihelion of 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, and Neptune 
would disturb the climatic conditions of 
the earth, and thus lead to earthquakes, 
volcanic eruptions, hurricanes, and pesti- 
lence, should reappear and claim the cred- 
it due to successful prophets. Surely we 
have had climatic disturbances of the 
most marked character. Hurricanes and 
earthquakes have duly appeared, and 
Krakatoa has kindly volunteered to fur- 
nish us with an eruption of unprecedented 
magnitude, The pestilence has also ap- 
peared according to the programme, and 
the astrologers can boast that their pre- 
dictions have been fulfilled with an accu- 
racy that may well fill our Weather Bu- 
reau with envy. 

lf the astrologers are really right in im- 
puting all our recent calamities to the 
planets, it is to be hoped that they will 
lose no time in taking away their four big 
planets and giving us a little peace. No- 
body wanted four planets to engage ina 
celestial picnic by having their several 
perihelions all at onve, and now that it 
seems evident that such a picnic 
leads to all sorts of climatic dis- 
order it is earnestly to be hoped that 
it will not be repeated. If any planet 
wants a perihelion let it indulge its ap- 
petite in solitude. That four big planets 
should club together for the purpose of 
social perihelions is as objectionable as 
are the average picnics of the “‘ Original 

”" or the “Michael McGinnis

“THE GEORGIA WONDER.” 
The announcement that there is another 


Georgian girl coming to New-York, gifted 


like Miss LuLu Horst in kind, but in de- 
gree more abundantly, is calculated to 
cast a mild gloom over the community. 
The present ‘Georgia wonder” is now 
fairly well understood. She is a strong 
girl with a knack, greatly increased by 
practice, of twisting umbrellas and bill- 
iard cues out of the hands and chairs 
from under the bodies of weaker and 
less wary persons. The interest, however, 
of seeing an “‘ investigator” stood on his 
head in the flies of a theatre or a cotton 
broker sitting on the floor with unex- 
pected precipitation is not a scientific in- 
terest, but an interest of the same kind as 
that which attends a competitive exam- 
ination in climbing a greased pole or 
catching a soaped pig, or the running of a 
foot race by pedestrians whose bifurcation 
is dissembled by bags. 

It is perhaps well that we should be oc- 
casionally reminded what abysses of gul- 
libility are yawning all around us. Such 
crucial proofs of this truth as that old 
women were burned if? Massachusetts for 
witches in the seventeenth century, that 
70,000 people voted for Jonn KeEtty for 
Governor of New-York in the nineteenth, 
and that Mr. Evarts of the latter 
State and Mr. Hoar of the former are 
even now in favor of the election of 
BLAINE, lose their force with the lapse of 
time. When we are too prone to [forget it, 
some “‘ Georgia wonder” appears, and by 
brandishing a cotton broker in the faces of 
a theatre full of people brings out in full 
force the human capacity for belief. The 
more credulous write letters to the news- 
papers explaining that the cotton broker 
was brought to grief by ‘‘odic force,” or 
that the muscular power which enables a 
girl to smash an umbrella is not her 
own, but that of her deceased grand- 
mother.

SOFT-SHELL CRABS FROM DEEP WATER. 

A Baltimore paper.says that the catch 
of soft crabs at Crisfield, Md., and throughout 
the waters of the Tangier Sound has been larger 
this year than was ever before known. Crisfield 
has always been a great shipping point for crabs, 
both soft and hard shell, but this Summer the 
fisheries have been so productive that the in- 
come from them has grown into very hand- 


some proportions. It has heretofore been the 
theory of fishermen that crabs always shed 
their shells in shallow water, and the old- 
time plan of wading along the shore with a 


| crab net and dipping them up from the shal- 


lows has been rigidly respected. Jn Tangier 
waters they supplemented this with a trot- 
jline, by which tbe hard-shell crabs were 
caught and penned. until the change of tha 
moon, when the “ peelers” would drop the:r 
shells. They were then shipped as soft crabs. 
While the two methods just mentioned are still 
in yogue for procuring soft crabs, they now prac- 
tice “scraping” for them in deep water, and suc- 
csed in taking immense quantities. One fisher- 
man at Crisfield is saidto have captured 1,000 by 
scraping the channelin one day. ‘his new pian 
is about the same as scraping for oysters, with 
the difference that small canoes and skiffs can be 
employed, whereas brogans and hugeyes are the 
smallest boats which can be utilized in scraping 
for oysters. The new method, which carried 
with it the discovery that the crab alsosheds in 
deep water, was found out by some oystercrs 
who were scraping rather Jate in the season, and 
took a uumber of soft crabs from the bottom of 
the channel. Many persons are now engaged ip 
scraping for soft crabs.

CONSOLIDATION OF ALL THE OP- 
POSING TELEGRAPH LINES. 
THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO, THE BANKERS 
AND MERCHANTS’, AND THE POSTAL 
COMPANIES ENTER INTO A POOLING 

AGREEMENT FOR 25 YEARS. 


The terms of the alliance between the 
Baltimore and Ohio, tke Postal, and the Bankers 
and Merchants’ Telegraph Companies, which have 
been under consideration for several weeks, were 
finally agreed upon yesterday. This agreement, 
which will go into effect on the Sist of this 
month, practically consolidates the three rivals 
of the Western Union into one great enterprise. 
It is stated that this is a fulfillment of a long- 
cherished project of Mr. Garrett's, viz., a great 
telegraph system of which the Baltimore and 


Ohio should be the nucleus. 

The contract, which was signed yesterday, pro- 
vides for a pooling arrangement which shal! last 
for 25 years, and under the terms of which each 
company is to receive about an equal percentage 
of the earnings. Each company will continue 
to maintain its individual organization, but the 
offices and working force will be consolidated 
and the management of the enterprise will be in 
the hands of the united Executive Committees 
of the three companies. NO changes can be 
made in the. policy of the consolidated system 
except by unanimous consent of the representa- 
tives of each company. Should any serious dis- 
agreements arise the contract provides for the 
appointment of arbitrators. John W. Mackay, 
Robert Garrett, James Gordon Bennett, and 
otber capitalists will be in the Joint Executive 
Board. D. H. Bates, President of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Telegraph Company, will be the Execu- 
tive Manager, and G. S. Mott, of the Bankers 
and Merchants’, will be General Manager. 

The union of these three companies brings 
under one control more than 16,000 miles of pole 
lines and 120,000 miles of wire, connecting all of 
the principal citiés east of the Missouri River 
and southward as far as Galveston, Texas. The 
total mileage of wire of the new combination is 
equal to about one-third of the Western Union 
mileage, omitting railroad wires, but this one- 


third, by reaching the most important trade 
centres. reaches about 80 per cent. of the entige 
paying telegraphic business of the country, with 
complete facilities for handling the business. 
The united companies will have four lines be- 
tween New-York and Boston, with branches to 
Newport and Fall River. They will also have 
four lines between this city and Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Washington. There will be five 
lines between New-York and Chicago, having in 
the aggregate 50 wires, including the telegraphic 
lines of the West Shore and Nickel Plate Rail- 
rouds. Two complete lines, with convenient 
branches, will run through the oil regions be- 
tween Buffalo and Pittsburg. The hnes west 
and south are now being extended, and additions 
wi!l be built to meet the demands of business. 

The combination includes a complete stock 
quotation or ticker system, which is now in 
operation in this city and Philadelphia, and 
which is soon to be started in Chicago. Boston, 
and all of the principal cities; also a well-estab- 
jishea district telegraph and messenger service, 
and a complete telephone system in many of the 
larger cities. The entire consolidated system will 
be operated in connection with the Bennett- 
Mackay ocean cables. In this arrangement be- 
tween the three companies neither assumes or 
becomes responsible tor the fixed liabilities of 
the others. Their joint control and management, 
it is stated, will be composed of the best talent 
and financial strength of the three companies. 
The expenses of operating will be reduced as 
nearly as possible to the cost of running one 
company, and the business will be extended 
wherever and whenever there seems to be need 
tor it. 

3efore the signing of the contract yesterday 
there was a full understanding between tne three 
companies that extensions ot lines now under 
way should be completed and paid for indepeud- 
entof thecombination. It was stated that pro- 
vision had been made by each company to raise 
all of the money required to finish their several 
extensions. The Bankers and Merchants’ will 
need about $500,000, the Postal Telégraph Com- 
pany will need about $255,000, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio Company expects to expend about 
$250,000. Theactual cash cost of the property 
embraced in this consolidated system 1s estimat- 
ed at about $18,000.00. Within four months 20,- 
000 miles of new wire were put up by the Balti- 
more and Ohio Company, and 5,000 miles more 
are in progress of construction. The total mile- 
age of the Baltimore and Obio will be 45,000 miles 
of wire by Aug. 1. E : 

The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé Railroad of 
Texas, which has been doing public telegraph 
business in opposition to:the: Western Union 
Company for several years, will join the combi- 
nation, and in connection With the Baltimore 
and Ohio will build lines to all important cities 
and towns in Texas. 

The Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany have increased their wire mileage during 
the last six months from 30,000 to 55.000 miles, 
reaching the Southern States to New-Orleans, 
stretching West as far as St. Paul and Omaha, 
with 10 through wires from New-York to Chi- 
caro. The Postal Company are also adding 
wires and perfecting their system, and wil! have 
10 wires m all between New-York and Chicago, 
besides wires to Boston and Washington. The 
Baltimore and Ohio and Bankers and Merchants’ 
Companies now lease wires to brokers, mer- 
chants, and others, aggregating in mileage, it is 
claimed, nearly as much as the Western Union 
mileage of leased wires at rates considerably 
jess, the aggregate annual rental amounting to 
nearly $400,000.. A telegraphic money transfer 
system will bea prominent feature of the new 
combination, and the district messenger system 
wiil be extensively developed in all large cities. 

At the meeting yesterday at which this pool- 
ing agreement was finally determined upon the 
following named gentlemen were present: D. 
H. Butes, of the Baltimore and Ohio; G. 8. Mott 
and A. W.-Dimock, of the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’; Gearge D. Roberts, H. Cummins, George 
S. Hurt, and Henry Rosener, of the Postal Teie- 
graph Company. The first conference at which 
this consolidation of interests was discussed was 
held at Long Branch, July 4, and was attended 
by Robert Garrett, D. H. Bates, George D. Rob- 
erts, and H. Cummins. 

Tice-President Cummins, of the Postal, said 
last evening that the new combination would re- 
duce the rates to the basis of the Postal’s rates, 
which are very much. lower than those of the 
Western Union. Qn that basis he believed that 
the pool would bt able to clear between $1,230,- 
000 and $1,500,000 a year. He thought that about 
one-half of the offices now maintained by the 
three companies separately could be closed and 
that the operating expenses would be reduced at 
least one-half within a year. 

O'tfcers of the Western Union Company au- 
thorized the following statement yesterday: 
*Nearly all of the points reachea by the new 
telegraph combination are reached by the Mut- 
val Union wires, and every time the RPaltimore 
and Olio makes acut the Mutual Union will 
meet it, and perhaps go a little lower. The 
Western Union Company will go on its usual 
way without regard to the new combination.” 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Some interesting 
particulars about the combination effected to- 
day at Decr Park, Md., between the Baltimore 
and Ohio, Bankers and Merchants’, and Postal 
Telegraph lines have been obtained here. The 
alliance is a fixed fact. The efforts of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, the Postal, and the Bankers and 
Merchants’ system to insure the country a per- 
manent and progressive opposition to the 
Western Union have culminated in a combina- 
tion which in point of resources cannot but 
wield a power that will make itself felt in the 


near future as no opposition to the We-tern 
Union ever bas. The allied companies, with a 
capital representing a cash outlay of $22,000,000 
in land and ocean lines, enters into active and 
unquestionable persistent competition with the 
company representing a capital of about 
$710,000,000, and meets it on eaqualeif not 
superior, ground. When Gould induced 
Mr. Mackay to withdraw out of the 
business and turn his wea'th into 
other channels, the Bonanza King quickly de- 
slared that he could afford to lose all the cash he 
had put into land, lines, and cables, but he coula 
not afford to scli to Jay Gouid. Mr. Bennett, it 
is asserted, would doubtless be much more em- 

hatic. Garrett, with the half-century record of 

he Baltimore and Ohio Company, completes the 
trio who, in the new move upon the Western 
Union monopoly, may be predicted to make 
things interesting. ; 

The Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company 
is the oldest organization of its character in the 
country, if not, indeed, in the worid. This isa 
fact, and the Baitimore and Ohio counsel, Judge 
Latrobe, was Prof. Morse’s counselor and friend 
when the eminent father of the telegraph needed 
noth. The tirst telegraph wire was strung along 
the route of the Baltimore and Ohio liailroad 
from Baltimo e to Washington, and the first 
messige, * What hath God wrought ¢” sped above 
the very ground now traversed by the Baltimore 
and Ohio telegraph system. . 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
with a capitalization of less than $15,000,000, rep- 
resenting $100,000,000 of property and the sur- 

lus of $45.000,000 additional, is backing the 

Itimore and Ohic Telegraph Company, and 
there is no likelihood just at present of the 
swallowing process being attempted on it.

SMALL BANKS IN TROUBLE. 
= ee 
ONE IN SODUS FAILS AND ANOTHER IN IN- 
DIANAPOLIS STRUGGLING. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 17.—-The financial 
For some time there 
have been rumors to the effect that the banking 
house of A. & J. C. S, Harrison, an old but com- 
paratively small institution, with not more than 
150 or 200 depositors, was weakening, and its’sus- 
pension would not havo caused much remark, 
but now the renewal of the probability causes 
more flurry because of the feverish condition of 
public sentiment. Yesterday J.C. 8. Harrison, 
the active manager, declined to pay the full face 
of all checks presented, on the ground that the 
money was not needed and its withdrawal would 


emoarrass business, but he paid what seemed to 
be needed and what was apparently satisfactory 
to customers. Last night he had some difficulty 
in effecting Clearin ouse settlements, and a 
special meeting of the association was called for 
7 o'clock this yap Oy consider his case. Be- 
fore anything could said or done Mr. Har- 
rison said he had not asked the aid of the 
banks, and he did not want it, and did 
not care what the Clearing House did. He 
went over to the bank, where a_ number ot 
customers were waiting to draw their money, 
and made a speech to them, saying he would pay 
what seemed to be necessary for current de- 
mands, but he would not be driven to the wall 
by excited and panicky depositors. The crowd 
had to be satisfied with this, and the bank has 
been comparatively clear all day. The Clearing 
House balance against the bank this evening was 
$26,741, and when the checks were presented Mr. 
Harrison declined to redeem them, saying he 
would honor some, but he wouldn't others, and 
the Clearing House could do what it pleased. 
Vhe checks were returned to the various banks 
and protested. 

It is thought by some that the bank will not 
open in the morning, but Mr. Harrison at a late 
hour this evening said he had got along very 
well to-day, and he saw no reason why he should 
not go along to-morrow. The bank's last state- 
ment shows a total deposit of ,000, with bills 
receivable and cash on hand of a little less than 
that amount. The private property of the Harri- 
sons and the bank's real estate will foot up fully 
$300,000 more. Alfred Harrison is a large stock- 
holder in the American Encaustic Tile Works, a 
very large and important industry here, and the 
suspension may cause much distress in that di- 
rection, but in view of the proceedings to-day 
and yesterday the effect of a close-out or sus- 
pension now has been greatly discounted. The 
City Treasurer has a portion of the city funds 
with the Harrisons, and to-day they declined to 
give him collateral my ty“ he banking house 

as been in existence for 35 years, but its busi- 
ness has never been large and its policy bas not 
been to seek a wide custom. 

The feeling in the other banks of the city has 
been one of comfortable security. There have 
been no runs anywhere, all balances in the Clear- 
ing House were promptiy met, and_all checks 
presented hono without questiof. There is 
nothing new from Fletcher & Sharpe. Ingram 
and Albert E. Fletcher made deeds to-day of 
their individual property, and the other partners 
will do so as soon.as the papers can be prepared. 
An incident is brought to light by an old resi- 
dent. In 1857 the house of Winslow, Lanier & 
Co., then in this city, suspended business, but 
only for a few hours, as when the senior partrer 
came down and heard of it he promptly ordered 
the doors to be opened. Winslow and Lanier 
were both Indiana men, and it is said that at this 
time they were helped through their financial 
troubles by Calvin Fletcher and Thomas H. 
Sharpe, who were the principal officials of the 
Indianapolis branch of the Bank of Indiana. 


Lyons, N. Y., July 17.—People in this vi- 
cinity have been excited all day by news of the 
closing of business of the banking house of 
Emory W. Gurnee & Co., of Soaus, inthis county. 
There are hundreds of depositors in the bank 
everywhere in Wayne County, and very many ot 
them fear they will lose everything by the sus- 
pension of the bank. It is, however, stated that 
the affairs of the bank are such that depositors 
will probab'y lose nothing. Many state that all 
the liabilities are not known except to very few. 
Late yesterday afternoon an assignment was 
recorded in the County Clerk’s office in Lyons,but 
the fact was not made public until this morning, 
when the news spread like wildfire. It has been on 
the lips of every one in this vicinity, and hundreds 
have gone to Sodus to get further particulars 
concerning the suspension. It seems that in the 
recent flurry in Wali-street the firm of Emory 
W. Gurnee & Co. lost thousands of dollars. The 
exact amount of the loss has been kept secret. 
A large grain elevator and storelrouse at Sodus 
belonging to Emory W. Gurnee was recently 
burned, and there being little or no insurance 
on the property the loss fell heavily upon the 
senior member of the firm. Fora week the firm 
endeavored to stay the impending crash, but it 
was seen a week ago that it would be impossible 
to do so. 

Emory W. Gurnee is prostrated by the shock. 
He has for years been generally reported here as 
worth about $250,000. A few years ago he did a 
prosperous banking business in Ciyde. Later he 
got into politics, and large sums of money were 
spent in several campaigns. He next moved to 
Sodus and opened the. bank which has just 
failed. The firm has a small number of pre- 
ierred creditors who are depositors. The whole 
amount preferred is about $5,000. 
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UNITED STATES CAPITAL 1N CENTRAL 
AMERICA. 

The completion of the Central American 
Pacific Railway from the ocean to Guatemala 
City, 70 miles, was yesterday announced by 
table. The road has been built by United States 
capitalists. It opens railway communication 
over a hitherto difficuit and expensive transit. 
An elevation of 5,000 feet is overcome, passing 
through some of the most magnificent lake, 
river, mountain, and plain scenery in the world. 
The capital city has now about 70,000 people, an 
opera house, several educational institutions, 
splendid bands of music and a delicious climate. 
The cities of Amatitlan, 20,000 population; 
Escuintla, 10,000 population, and Palin, 6,000, are 
passed through on the line. A harfdsome and 
remunerative business from there and the 


smaller villages is assured, as the working of 
the coast roads, upon which the large traffic 
heretofore has been carried has been abandoned. 
The Government grfnt a subsidy of $125,000 
annually for 2 years and no competition is per- 
mitted forthatterm, The enterprise, though en- 
countering great difficulties, has. been completed 
within the time limit, thus securing the lands 
and subsidies, and will prove very protitable, The 
principal capitalists in it are Crocker, Stanford 
and Huntington, of California and the Central 
Pacitic, who control it, and Vanderbilt, Morton, 
Bliss & Co., De Castro & Co., Munoz, Butterfield 
and others of New-York. Gen. Butterfield, who 
spent the best portion of two years in that coun- 
try upon the ey ge incurring fevers that 
nearly cost him his life, is now slowly recovering 
from their effects. The capital invested is 
some $4,000,000 or $5,000,000, and will un- 
doubtedly be followed by further and larger in- 
vestments in that rich and productive region 
where sugars, coffee, indigo, ruober, l- 
sams, fruits. cochineal, cattle, gold. silver, &c., 
will yet prove it to be the “ Indies,”’ so to speak, 
of the United States when the tendencies of the 
future bring it in closer relations with us. 
The promised continuation of the present line 
across the country furnishes the shortest, and, 
untila canal is completed, the cheapest transit 
and route betweenthe Atlantic coast and the 
Pacific coast of Southern Mexico, Salvador, 
Costa Rica, Chili, Peru, and all the west coast of 
South America—a route free from the dangers 
and infections of the isthmus, through a beau- 
tiful and healthy country, safely governed, 
and abuunding in tropical riches, having a local 
business enormously profitable, it will yet be- 
come one of the great highways. In the future 
the 5,000 feet altitude of Central America, with 
continuous fine weather, beautiful lakes, and 
delicious climate will become the paradise of 
those who dread the rigors of Winter in the 
United States. Florida, Nice, Italy, Egypt, Al- 
giers are not to be compared to it.

The crews got as ray and rowed 
about for 30 hours, hoping to reach their vessel, 
and then headed for St. Pierre, a distance of 200 
miles. During four days and nights, without 
food, water, or rest, they pulled for lund. They 
had abandoned themselves to their fate when 
they were found by three French fishing vessels 
and brought into St. Pierre. The crew state 
that Capt. Morris and the cook have drifted out 
to sea in their schooner.

HIS WIFE EXPECTS HIM BACK. 


WILLIAM W. JOHNSON’S ABSENCE FROM j 
HOME STARTS UGLY STORIES. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
one of Greenpoint's most respected and popular 
citizens has been Mr. William W. Jonnson, a real 
estate and insurance broker, who had an office at 
No. 451 Manhattan-avenue and who lived with 
his wife and four children at No. 125 India-street. 
Johnson was a prominent member of Olive Leaf 
and other lodges of Odd Fellows and other socie- 
ties, and was also something of a society man. 

A number of years ago Mr. Johnson was con- 
nected witha circus enterprise. and was also 
largely interested in various theatrical combina- 
tions. For some time past he has been the Green- 


point manager for the Niagara Insurance Com- 
pany, of this city, and for the London Assurance 
Association, besides having charge of numerous 
large estates. He was considered a good business 
man. with a petty | business to attend to, and, 
although he did not live ina luxurious style, he 
lived comfortably and well. About a year aso 
he was taken very sick. and since that time his 
busineas is said to have been on a steady decline. 

Johnson left his home a few weeks ago rather 
suddenly to visit his brother in Georgia, and no 
sooner had he left the town than the rumor be- 
came current that he had run away with a large 
amount of his customers’ money, but he returned 
attheend of about a week, and = to rest all 
such stories. On the evening of the 7th of this 
month Johnson packed a small valise, and told 
his wife he was going away for a short time on 
business. Just as he ieft her he laughingly re- 
marked that, as people had credited him with 
running away with stolen money, this time he 
was going to do it gure enough. 

After he had gone ugly rumors that he had 
taken with him $4,000 or $5,000 that did not be- 
long to him began to spread. Several persons 
for whom he had collected money for years, but 
to whom he has made no statement for several 
months, are feeling a little anxious about their 
money. Nothing could be learned last night 
about the missing man’s whereabouts from his 
friends in Greenpoint. Most of them are confi- 
dent that he will turn up all right and that he 
will make good all his debts. 

His wife, a quiet, modest little body, said that 
she iast heard from her _—— on the I1th inst., 
from Atlanta, Ga, but that hesaid nothing 
about when he intended returning, or anything 
about his financial! affairs. She feels perfectly 
confident that he will come back. Her husband 
left her buta small sum of money, and she is 
now in rather an embarrassed position. She has 
four children, one of whom, Miss Genevieve, 1s 
quite a noted soprano singer. 
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ACTOR BISHOP WANTED IN BOSTON 


A PROBABLE EXPLANATION OF HIS ATTEMPT 
AT SUICIDE. 


Detective Jennison, of the Boston police 
force, went to Police Headquarters yesterday 
with a requisition from the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts for the arrest of Lewis Bishop, the 
actor, known professionally as Lester Bishop and 
Lester Fisher, who shot himself on Thursday 
evening in his room at the boarding house 
of Mrs. Leroy Edgecombe, No. 58 Lex- 
ington-avenue, inflicting an ugly wound, 
from the effects of which he is 
now recovering. It was surmised at the time 
that the wound had been inflicted with suicidal 
intent, but Bishop insisted that the shooting was 


accidentil. The wounded man was placed under 
arrest. There was no motive then apparent for 
the attempted suicide, and ey | n his ante- 
mortem statement, made the next day to Coroner 
Levy, asserted in the most solemn manner that 
he had shot himself while carelessly handling 
the revolver. Capt. Clinchy, of the Eighteenth 
Precinct, failing to secure evidence that the 
shooting was intentional, witndrew the police- 
man who had been stationed at the house to 
guard Bishop asa prisoner. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the watch upon Bishop's movements was 
resumed, and a policeman was sent to the house 
to prevent him leaving it. The reason for the 
resumption of the surveillance was the 
arrival in this city of Detective Jennison 
with the requisition for the_ rendition 
of the wounded actor to the authorities of Bos- 
ton, where he is wanted to answer an indictment 
for torgery. When the officer called on Super- 
intendent Walling with the requisition for Bish- 
op he learned that the accused was lying wound- 
ed at his boarding house. It was necessary for 
the officer to go to Alpany to procure Gov. 
Cleveland’s warrant for Bishop's surrender to 
him as a fugitive from justice, and pending 
his return with the necessary documents 
the accused was placed under arrest. He is so 
far recovered as to be able to leave his room and 
move about the house, and it was feared that if 
he learned of the arrival of the Boston officer he 
would make his escape. As soon as he is able to 
Jeave the house he will be arrargned at court for 
delivery into the custody of Officer Jennison. 
In the absence of that officer the details of the 
offenses charged against Bishop could not be 
learned. It issurmised that his fear of arrest 
prompted Bishop to shoot himself.

Mr. Bell got pos- 
session of the hat, but a crowd of 
brokers around him tried to knock it out 
of hishand. Hethrew it over their heads upon 
the rostrum. The Chairman became indignant 
at this, and fined him a fourth Mr. Bell's 
friends say that at this juncture he remarked, 
laughingly, that he would have to speculate to 
make up bis fines. The Chairman construed the 
remark as disre-pectful, and said that ha. would 
report Mr. Bell to the Governing Coffnittee.

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A RAID ON THE BOYS. 
Numerous complaints -hhave been made 
to the police recently by the officers of the 
Harlem and New-York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Companies in relation to boys 


and young men riding on the freight cars while 
passing through the city to and from the 
up-town stations. Many accidents have oac- 
curred. to boys stealing rides on the cars. 
Acting. under orders from  Superintend- 
ent allinz, the police in the precincts 
through which the cars pass made raids on the 
boys who habitually ride on the cars Fattorday. 
and arrested a great pany ot them. Thirty-one 
were locked up in the Elizabeth-Street Police 
Station, 14 were captured in the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct, and 12 in the Twenty-ninth Precinct.

TISSUES OF THE CANVASS 
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POLITICAL TRICKSTERS AMONG 
THE WORKINGMEN. 
AN EFFORT TO CONDEMN CLEVELAND FAILS 
AT A WASHINGTON MEETING—HOW 
.BLAINE ORGANS MISREPRESENT FACTS. 


WaAsHINGTON, July 17.—Some of the anx- 
fous Blaine organs are deriving much apparent 
satisfaction trom a series of resolutions, recently 
adopted at a meeting of the Federation of Labor 
of the District of Columbia, denouncing Gov, 
Cleveland as a bitter enemy of the workingmen 
and the workingmen's interests. By suppress- 
ing one of the resolutions, and by omitting 
to give any facts regarding the meeting and 
the men who engineered it, the attempt is 
made to impress the public that the s50- 
called workingmen are for Blaine. The Federa- 
tion of Labor is made up of delegates from each 
of the labor organizations of the District, and its 
full membership is about 100. Its President is 
Mr. E. W. Oyster, 2 Republican, who is nowa 
clerk in the Census Bureau, and has been 1n Gov- 
ernment employ for several years. He was for 
some years engaged in the Government Printing 
Office, and was a candidato for appointment as 
Public Printer when that place was given to Mr. 
Rounds. His political * backer” is understood to 
be Senator Don Cameron,and his connection with 
the Federation of Labor is by virtue of -his old 
trade asa printer. Mr. Oyster presided at the 
meeting in question, and says he was in favor of 
the resolutions. Tne Secretary of the Federa- 
tion is Mr. G. W. Sargent, who is also employed 
by the Govern ent, his work being in the print- 
ing ofice. How many more members of the 
Federation are Government employes is not easy 
to ascertain, as its members are cautious about 
revealing such facts. Mr. Oyster admits that 
Government employes are not less than one in 
ten of their membership. His estimate is un- 
doubtedly a conservative one. 

Mr. Oyster says that tne mecting was unusually 
well attended and that the anti-Cleveland reso- 
lutions were unanimously passed. Others who 
were present tell a different story. There was 


along fight over the resolutions, and the meet- 
ing was so thinly attended that the opponents of 
the resolutions raised the point of order that no 
quorum was present. They were, however, over- 
ruled by a majority, of whom some, at least, 
were Republican officeholders. The resolutions 
were finally passed by a bare majority, sev- 
eral members refusing to vote at all. To 
conciliate some of the more earnest op- 
ponents a declaration was afterward added 
to the resolutions to the effect that the condem- 
nation of Cleveland was in no sense an indorse- 
ment of James G. Blaine. The Associated Press 
omitted to send this resolution, or Mr. Blaine’s 
New-York organ evidently did not think it 
politic to make it public, as the resolutions ap- 
pear in that paper without the qnalitying decla- 
ration which the leaders of the Federation were 
obliged to add. 

That the anti-Cleveland resolutions are not re- 
ceived with favor by the real workingmen of the 
District is shown by the action last night of the 
carpenters’ organization. Its representatives 
hai fought against the resolutions in the Federa- 
tion of Labor, and their course was indorsed 
last night by the largest porns of 
carpenters held in many months. ndig- 
nation was so freely expressed that it was 
proposed to withdraw from the Federation. 
Milder counsels prevailed, however, and the 
carpenters adopt a resolution reciting that 
aeale ge litics are forbidden in their brother- 

ood, and declaring that they do not concur in 
theaction taken by the Federation of Labor at 
the instigation of political schemers, who seek to 
bring confusion into their ranks. 

One of the officers of the Trades’ Congress, an- 
other brea parcel organization, says thatthe 
Federation ot Labor is controlled by the Knights 
of Labor, and that the latter organization is seek- 
ing to injure the chances of Gov. Cleveland in 
order to pave the way for Butler to appear as 
the independent candidate of the laboring men. 
The same officer declares that, while Butler has 
many supporters among the workingmen here, 
a majority of them prefer Mr. Cleveland. 
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RAISING A CAMPAIGN FUND. 
HOW OFFICEHOLDERS ARE TO BE FRIGHT- 
ENED INTO MAKING CONTRIBUTIONS. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—Eighty promo- 
tions have just been madein the Pension Office, 
not under the provisions of tne civilservice rules 
but upon the recommendations of chiefs of bu- 
reaus Or divisions. It is understood that more 
promotions are to be made soon in several de- 
partments in the same manner. In connection 
with this report comes another: to 
effect that, without adopting violent 
means, the heads of departments and 
their subordinate chiefs are to see to 


it that each promotion and increase of salary is 
to resuJt in a contribution to the National Com- 
mittee’s campaign fund. When a clerk is ad- 
vanced a grade his salary goes up $200, and it is 
assumed that every clerk who is willing to be 
promoted will also be glad, in consideration of 
his advancement, to give at least $50 to continue 
the Republican Party in power. It is asserted 
by anemploye of the Interior Department that 
a German from Iowa, who was cuspected of 
Democratic tendencies, was recently discharged, 
and another German who had expressed his de- 
termination to vote for Mr. Blaine and his readi- 
ness to contribute $50 to that end if he could be 
promoted, was promptly transferred to the piace 
of the doubtful. man who had been discharged. 
There appears to be no doubt that the civil 
service law is to be strained in the effort to ex- 
tort money from Goyernment employes.- By 
the circulation of the report among employes 
that reductions of force are necessary an alarm 
may be created, and the first idea will be, in the 
mind of the anxious officeholder, that he can 
avert the axe by proffering a liberal contribu- 
tion. 

Mr. Edward McPherson, Secretary of the Re- 
publican, Congressional Committee, who _has 
come batk to Washington to -represent- the 
Democrats of New-York as being ** completely 
demoralized,’’ deserting their party and candi- 
dates in “ incredulous numbers,” whatever that 
may mean, and promising 75,000 majority to 
Blaine in the State, was asked whether tne Con- 
gressional Committee would issue any circular 
asking for contributions from Government em- 
ployes. Mr. McPherson replied, according to a 
aera = report, “No; we used to do fhat, 

ut the subject has been turned over to 
the political campaign committee. You see 
there are peopie connected with the Government 
on-this committtee.. ‘he civiPservice iaw makes 
it a penal offense for any one holding a position 
under the Government to contribute forpolitical 
purposes to any one occupying.a similar position. 
It isalsoa penul offense for any one holding a 
Government. position to receive political con- 
tributions. But a Government employe can 
contribute money for political purposes to any 
one officially unconnected with the Government. 
None of the National Committee hold such re- 
lations.” 

“So the employes will have a chance to con- 
tribute to the good of the cause.” ‘ 

.“ Yes,” wasthe reply. “Under the civil ser- 
vice law they can contribute voluntarily to the 
National Committee.” 

*Can the circular which that committee has 
issued be addressed to them without violating 
the law ?” 

* Certainly, but the circulars must be mailed to 
their houses and not to the building in which 
they are employed.” 

Mr. McPherson also intimates that vigorous 
work is to be done in the South, and that persons 
are to be sent there to see that the votes cast tor 
Blaine are counted. If the Kepublican inde-

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MR. DAYTON DEFENDS HIS AMENDMENT 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The amendment which I offered in the 
Assembly to the Tenure of Office bill was a prop- 
er amendment. It was adopted by a nearly 
unanimous vote of the House, and by the actu- 
ally unanimous, at least soI heard at the time, 
vote of the Senate. The bill could not have 
passed the Assembly without the amendment. 
The amendment being a proper one, it is, of 
course, not of any consequence what my motive 
was in offering it. Youand Francis M. Scott, 
Esq.—whose handsomely worded letter on the 
subject you published in Tae Trmes of the 18th 
June—the draftsman, it seems, of the bill, and the 
Evening Post will all agree that the thing being 
right the motive is immaterial. You all imag- 
ine that I calculated so far ahead as to reckon on 
the bill as amended going through the Senate on 


its return to that house and then finally meeting 
with its defeat at the hands of Gov. Cleveland. 
This, as I am sure you will see, is absurd. 

Mr. J. W. Hawes, in his letter in your paper of 
Thursday, 19th June, 1884, proves that the amend- 
ment did not furnish uny reason for the Gov- 
ernor’s disapproval of the bill. Although you 
published Mr. Hawes’s letter and do not dispute 
what he says in it, you think it proper to repeat 
the charge that the amendment justified the 
Governor in refusing to sign the bill. 

The amendment was a proviso at the end of the 
first section of the bill as the bill hus passed the 
Senate. All the provisions of the section re- 
mained after the amendment the same as they 
were before the amendment, excepting so far as 
the proviso would operate to alter them. The 
amendment was in these words: ‘ Provided that 
any head of department or Commissioner ap- 
pointed by —_ Mayor shall not hold office for a 
term longer than that of the Mayor by whom 
he was appointed, and 30 days thereafter.” If 
the bill, as it stood with the proviso, ** made,” as 
the Governor said it made, “no provision for 
the appointment of any officer or head of 
department after the immediate successors 
to those in office,” the bill as it stood hefore the 
amendment made “ no provision forthe appoint- 
ment of any officer or head of department after 
the immediate successors to those in office.” This 
is so obvious that the Governor does not make 
the amendment a ground of objection to the bill. 
The Governor says: “From the last limitation 
the word ‘ officers’ has been omitted, though em- 
braced in the others.” I purposely framed the 

roviso, and so stated on the floor of the Assem- 

ly. so that it should embrace heads. of depart- 
ments and Commissioners only. For them every 
Mayor having the absolute power of appoint- 
ment ought to be made responsible. The pro- 
viso intentionally left the terms of office of po- 
lice magistrates and other officers the same as 
poe 3 were by the bill as it passed the Senate, and 
as they are under the existinglaw. Whether the 
Govern: rought to have signed the bill or not. 
the amendment did not furnish any ground for 
not signing it.

RocHeEstTeER, N. Y., July 17.—The misun- 
derstandings that have existed for some time 
past between the Rochester City Street Railway 
Company and the drivers employed by it cul- 
minated this morning in a general strike of the 
drivers. The drivers met last night and decided 
not totake their carsout unless the demand 
made upon the company to discharge a man 
named Sharp, who had been designated asa 
““spotter,".and who had become obnoxious to 
them, was conceded. They had received no 


reply to a written statement of their grievances, 
made to the President of the company. Tele- 
grams were scent to street cor drivers’ associations 
in Buffalo and elsewhere, requesting them not to 
come here to take the places of the strikérs. 
Early this morning the drivers assembled in the 
street car barns on State-street, und announced 
their determination not to take the cars out. 
Detectives and a force of police under Licut. 
Allen were detailed to keep order, and a com- 
mittee of drivers assembled to give such direc- 
tions to the men as might be necessary, and 
await any communication from the President of 
the railway company. The strikers number 
over 200,and no cars have been run during the 
day. This has caused the citizens great incon- 
venience. The Directors of the Street Railway 
Company to-night notified the strikine car 
drivers that those who desired could return to 
work to-morrow morning, but if they did not 
return they might consider themselves dis- 
charged. Iéis said the company has employed a 
large number of new drivers.

MR. HOCHART’S HEAVY BLOWS. 


WHAT CAUSED THE TROUBLE IN THE MIS- 
CELLANEOUS STOCK EXCHANGE. 


Members of the Electric, Manufacturing, 
and Miscellaneous Stock Exchange assembled in 
small groups in the large trading room of that 
Exchange yesterday and discussed the exciting 
events of the previous day’s meeting. The ex- 
pressions of opinion were varied. Some of the 
members were indignant that thingsshould have 
been said and done to cast discredit on the Fx- 
change, while others frankly admitted that the 
concern had not been a business success, and 
should be wound up as speedily as possible. 


Lassen and Mr. Eugene Hochart was deprecated 
by all of the members. Mr. Lassen was not able 
to attend to his usual duties yesterday, but re- 
mained at home. A friend of his said that he 
had applied oysters and cold water to his injured 
eye and felt quite comfortable. 


A. H. Jocelyn, Secr¢tary of the Exchange, has | 
prepared “a truthful xccount” of the troubles 


for publication. His statements substantially 
agree with the account printed in Tue Times 
yesterday. He expiains the cause of the bad 
feeling between Mr. Lassen and Mr. Hochart as 
foilows: 

‘“*‘A Mr. Hochart,a member of the Exchange, some 
weeks since was asked to examine the books of a news- 
paper known as the Lrening Stock Report, at that time 
partially owned by the Electric Exchange, Hochart 
stating that he was an expertia bookkeeping. Before 
Hochart had time to give unything buts» cursory ex- 
amination he gave out bhints—and broad ones, too— 
thetall was not right. The board then requested a 
gentleman of well-known hich reputation to examine 
the books in conjunction with Hochart. The former 
gentleman, after a close examinat ion, pronounced that 
the books were honestly kept. A.C. Lassen, who had 
kept the books, had some words with Hochart at the 
time.and so the matter dropped, till after the ad- 
journment of the meeting of the 16th, when some 20 
people were in the Exchange room, and Hochart, (a 
native of Martinique) became excited and used strong 
languagein referenceto Mr. Lassen. The latter re- 
plied in similar terms, and while Lassen was in conver- 
sation with another person Hochart struck Lassen a 
blow in the face, which the latter returned. The por- 
terof the Exchange separated the belligerents, and 
‘bat was the whole and end of the matter.” 

Mr. Jocelyn closes his statement by saying that 
“among those who have the interest of the Ex- 
change at heart not the slightest idea of closing 
it up has ever obtained.” The annual meeting 
of the Exchange wiil'be_held in September, when, 
it is expected, a definite expression of opinion on 
this subject will be given. Four or five of the 
members of the Exchange who were in the trad- 
ing room stated positively yesterday that there 
was a strong sentiment in favor of dissolving the 
concern. Mr. Jocelyn in conversation with a 
TIMES reporter said: ‘*Some of the members of 
this Exchange have been *‘ bearing’ the seats; 
there has been a great deal of ‘short’ trading in 
them. Such members have pretty nearly crushed 
the life out of the institution. As for the trouble 
between Mr. Lassen and Mr. Hochart, the latter 
has been making general declarations that this 
Exchange is a swindle and a fraud. He was 
politely told that he was a liar, and he is a liar. 
Thatis strong language 1 know, but we can 
prove it.” 

Mr. William M. Whitney, Chairman of the 
special committee appointed to investigate the 
affairs of the Exchange, stated that thee books 
and accounts of the concern were all right. The 
principal ground of complaint among the dis- 
satisfied members scems to be that the Exchange 
has not been able to attract the business that 
was expected. A score of bank Presidents gave 
the enterprise their countenance at the outset, 
but they have shown but little interest in the 
Exchange since it was opened. The efforts to 
make insurance, banking, and manufacturing 
stocks speculative have proved unsuccessful, 
Mr. George M. Hard, President of the Chatham 
National, was elected President of the Exchange, 
but he resigned, and the concern now has no 
President. 

The meeting on Wednesday adjourned until 
Monday, but Sccretary Jocelyn said that under 
the rules no meeting of the members of the Ex- 
change can be held until Tuesday, July 29.

THE BRICKLAYERS WILL STRIKE. 
—_—<—.__—_ 
AND THE MASTERS ARE PREPARED 
THEM TO THE END. 

The announcement that the bricklayers 
¢vill strike for the nine-hour rule on Monday has 
caused some uneasiness among builders and 
dealers in building materials, and more than one 
contractor who has pressing work on hand and 
does not care to sacrifice his pecuniary interests 
to what several bosses call the principle of the 
thing will accede to the workingmen’s demands 
and regard the nine-hour rule tantamount to a 
slight advance The majority of the 
builders, however, seem determined to resist the 
demand, and declare that they will rather stop 
their work for an indefinite period, until the 
men are tired out, which they say they will 
be as soon as their savings have run out. 
One of the members of the Builders’ Exchange 
and of the Master Builders’ Association said yes- 
terday that with the exception of perhaps a few 
small builders who were not members of the as- 
sociation, none would yicld to the bricklayers; 
and that when the men demanded the nine-hour 
rule on Monday morning the employers would 
tell them to go home, and would stop work. 
Others would on paving off the men on Satur- 
day, tellthem that they netd not come to work 
on Monday unless they were willing to put in 10 
hours for a day's work. Still others, who have 
no doubts whatever that the men are in earnest 
in their demands, were making arrangements to 
shut down on Saturday evening and not to resume 
work until the men “returned to their senses.” 
In reply to the remark that the bricklayers 
claimed that they could do as much work in nine 
as they now did in ten hours, a member of the 
Building Exchange said that he had himself 
worked 10 hours a day and thatit was impossible, 
One of the officers of the Exchange thought that 
the leaders and walking delegates of the work- 
ingmen, who were pzid handsome salaries, were 
at the bottom of all the trouble, and merely 
wanted to keep up an excitement to have their 
pay continued. A bricklayer, employed ona 
building in the lower part of Broadway, when 
questioned by a reporter took a gloomy view of 
the state of affairs. : Of course, he would strike 
for nine hours on Monday, he said. The Union 
had ordered it, but he hated to do so, because it 
was difficult to find a job at present, and he was 
afraid that the bricklayers would be beaten. 
At the building near the toot of Broadway, how- 
ever, a different feeling prevailed. “Are we 
going tostrike on Monday?” said a bricklayer. 
**You can bet yer boots we are unless they give 
us nine hours. and I think they will if I know 
myself.” At the building at Beaver and Pearl 
streets the foreman in chargé when spoken to 
said, *“ Durn the men, I suppose we'll have to 
give in. Mr. Darragh is running this building 
and also that one overat Broadway. The men 
called on him yesterday and told him they 
wanted nine hours. Wel!, he spoke to me and to | 
another gentieman about it, and we all thought 
it best to give in to the men rather than havea 
strike, for it will pay better to go on with the 
work than stand out. Durn these fellows, they 
are never satisfied, but after all it only amounts 
to an advance of a quarter of a dollar a day, so 
let them have itand keep on working.”’ Other 
bricklayers in other buildings all expresssed 
their determination to strike on Monday. 

BURGLARS BETRAY THEMSELVES. 

The rapping of a policeman’s club and 
the loud barking of a dog were heard very early 
yesterday morning by some of the residents of 
the block in West Twenty-first-street, between 
Sixth and Seventh avenues. It was found that 
agang of burglars had invaded the neighbor- 
hood with the intention of plundering several 
closed-up residences. The house of Charles 
Runyon, No. 127 West Twenty-first-street, 
has been unoccupted since May, the fam- 
ily being in the country. At 4 o’clock 
A. M. yesterday the burglar alarm: in 
this bouse rang and a watchman of 
the American District Telegraph was sent to the 
place to ascertain the trouble. He could not get 
into the house, but being satisfied that there 
were burgiars at work he rapped vigorously on 
the pavement with his club.

REPORTS REC#IVED BY THE STATE AND 
NATIONAL COMMITTEES. 

The Republican State Committee has 
taken possession of its new rooms at the Gilsey 
House, and expects to open the work of the cam- 
paign on Monday next. Secretary Vrooman 
went home on a visit yesterday, to be gone until 
Monday, and left the rooms in charge of Assist- 
ant Secretary William H. Barker. Among the 
visitors to the committee rooms yesterday was 
Senator Commodore Vedder, of Cattaraugus, 
who gave a_ very flattering report of 
the prospects of the ticket in his Con- 
gressional district. He says there never 
time when the Republicans were 


more thoroughly united and enthusiastic in 
that district than now, and he predicts that they 
will poll the old-time majorities for Blaine and 
Logan—not less than 5,000in Cattaraugus County 
and 27.009 in Chautauqua. Congressinan Hiscock, 
of Syracuse, also paid a visit to headquarters. 
Among the other visitors to the rooms of the 
committee was Samuel Morris, President of the 
Common Counci! of Troy,a Democrat wno an- 
nounces himseif for Blaine and Logan. He re- 
ported that he had organized a club of inde- 
pendent Democrats in Troy which already num- 
bers 300 men, and is rapidly increasing.

Such a construction was anticipated by 
the Repubiican Convention, and no man was put 
on the Finance Committee who holds a Federal 
oltice. The State organization has no Finance 
Committee, the duties of such a committee be- 
ing performed by the Treasurer, Mr. John <A. 
Eagleson, who hotds no Federal oftice. Collector 
Rebertson and Gilbert Robertson, Jr., Post- 
master of Troy, are members of the Executive 
Committee, but no circular is issued from this 
committee that has anything to do with the 
raising of campaign funds.

The engagement lasted 
for overan hourand began the moment Anc- 
tioneer Van Tassell had finished reading the 
terms of sale. They were that the two ferries 
would be offered forsale together for a term of 
eight years and nine months from Aug. 1 next at 
an upset price of 5 per cent. of the gross receipts 
rrom ferriage of each ferry and an annual rental 
of $10,000 for the wharf property, the franchise 
to be given to the person offering the highest 
percentage of the gross receipts. The purchaser 
was required to pay down 25 per cent. of the an- 
nuai rental and 25 per cent. of the estimated an- 
nual percentage from each of the ferries. The 


estimated annual receipts from the North Shore 
Ferry are $186.00, and !rom the Bay Ridge Ferry, 
including the Sea Beach route, $85,000. 

As soon as the terms were read, Mr. James Mc- 
Namee, who appeared for Mr. Starin, protested 
against the percentage feature of the terms, 
claiming that the franchise should be offered at 
at annual rental; also, that the sale of the two 
ferries together was illega!. Controller Grant 
replied that the terms of sale had been prepared 
according to law and could not be altered. 
Then the bidding began, Mr. Starin starting the 

ercentage at 5 percent. Mr. Wiman raised the 
bid to 5%. and Mr. Starin sent 1t one-half of i 
per cent. higher. At 74 the bid was Mr. Wiman's. 

“ Til give 734 percentage and an annual rental 
of $122,500,"" said Mr. Starin. 

Controller Grant consulted with Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Wyckes, and then told Mr. 
Starin that the rental had been fixed at $10,000, 
and his bid cou!d not be accepted. Then Mr. W. 
H. Hooker, of No. 43 Renwick-street, broke in 
and in a free-and-easy manner ran the bids up on 
himself until he reached 204% percent. Having 
accomplished this interesting financial feat, the 
like of which Mr. Haroid Skimpole has alone 
given to the world, Mr. Hooker got tired and 
rested. Mr. C. H. Townsend protested indignantly 
against the bids. *“‘ I am a Staten Islander,” said 
Mr. ‘Townsend, “and I know that when a man 
makes bids of that sort he’s a straw man. It is 
outrageous for you New- Yorkers to tax us that 
way. lsay that’s a straw bid.” 

* Of course it is,’ shouted half a dozen voices 
at once. 

“It’s askin game,” said one man. 

“ They want to gouge us,” yelled another. 

gp i: that bid is accepted we'll all have to emi- 
grate from Staten Island,” said a third. 

The bid was accepted, and the Controller 
called on Mr. Hooker to deposit $13,000, accord- 
ing to the terms of the sale. Mr. Hooker seemed 
to have left his pocketbook in his other trousers: 
at least, he didn’t have the money. 

“Put it up again,” said Controller Grant, and 
Mr. Hooker was rewarded with groans ior his 
efforts to improve the means of transportation 
between New-York and the country round 
about. Then Mr. W. B. Milier shied h mself 
into the 1ing,and ranthe bids up to 164¢ per 
cent. The franchise was knocked down to him 
at that figure, but his pocketbook. too, had been 
leftat home. Mr. William O. McDowell, Presi- 
dent of the Sea Beach route, protested. against 
straw bids. Hesaid that when the North Shore 
Line was sold to Mr. Starin a number of years 
ago that gentleman had _ bid 50 per cent., but the 
city had received from the tranchise only a nom- 
inalamount. Mr. Starin, he asserted, now owed 
the city $750,000. Mr. Townsend said that if any 
straw bidder got the franchise he would secure 
awritof mandamus to restrain the Controller 
from completing the sale. 

When it became apparent that Mr. Miller did 
not have the change With him to make the neces- 
sary deposit, the franchise was again put up. 
Mr. Starin offered 654 per cent. and $12,500 rental, 
and when no notice was taken of that bid he 
raised his offer to8 per cent. and $15,000 rental. 
No attention was prid to the second offer. After 
alittle more sparring between the Wiman and 
Starin factions Mr. C. A. Clegg, President of the 
New-York and Richmond County Ferry Com- 
pany, bid 1444 per cent. and $10,000, and the frran- 
chise was knocked apwn to him. 

“I'm buying this forthe Rapid Transit Com- 
pany.” said Mr. Clegg proudly, as the franchise 
was declared sold. A cneck on the Chemical 
Bank for $10,373 was deposited by the rapid 
transit people within a few minutes after the 
sale closed, and the Controller signed the neces- 
sary papers. The crowd remained until this for- 
malty was over, and then slowly departed. The 
excitement during the sale ran high, and there 
was a good deal of ill-feeling manifested. 

Mr. Erastus Wiman said to a reporterat his 
office, No. 314 Broadway, yesterday,in relation 
tu the purchase by the Staten Island Rapid Trans- 
it Company of the Staten Island Ferry fran- 
chise: ** The purcbase is but the carrying out of 
x project of establishing a rapid transit tine on 
Staten Island, in which fora long time past all 
the large property owners on that island and 
muny others have been deeply intere-ted. The 
method of transportation to Staten Island hither- 
to pursued, in having two lines of boats coasting 
along both sides a distance of 12 mules, was 
found to be cumbrousand expensive, and our 
plan now is to concentrate the ferriage at one 

oint on the island-—to be the point nearest New- 

fork—and distribute the age ge ouickly by 
means of rapid transit. By this plan we will 
run boats every 40 minutes instead of eyery 
hour, as the boats now run, and the re- 
moter parts of Staten Island can be reached 
with but very little trouble or expense and very 
quickly. To carry out this plan the Rapid Trans- 
it Company secured the control of the Staten 
Island Kailroad, and have now secured the most 
important ferry to Staten island. There will be 
four boats trom the Battery in connection with 
the rapid transit line, and work will be imme- 
diately begun in puneas a road along the north 
shore as fur as Snug Harbor, when the route will 
enter the interior. The right of way has been 
required to # large extent for this extension. 
i‘o-morrow Messrs. Erasmus Brooks, Charles W, 
Pleasants, and James Tully will sit as a commis- 
sion at? the Village Hall, New-Brighton, to ap- 
praise the value of the property necessary to the 
further right of way. 

* The possession of both ferry slips at White- 
ball-street, which to-day’s operation makes se- 
cure,” continued Mr. Wiman, “ effectually unites 
the traffic of the entire islanein onestream. If this 
is handied judiciously, and ¢ think it will be, it 
ought to increase the Staten Island traffic three- 
iold and make Staten Island still more accessible 
to the poor of this city iiving down town, who 
have that as their chief means of recreation and 
of obtaining fresh air at a very small outlay. 
The fare, including both ferry and rapid transit, 
will ve 10 cents, except between the Rooms of 5 
and7 A. M.und5 and 7 P. M., when only 7 cents 
will be charged, with commutation tickets to be 
bought 15 for $1. Insix months from now this 
entire road and ferries will be in full operation. 
Besides these projects of which I have spoken 
there is another, which is to builda bridge across 
at South Amboy and another at Elizabethport.” 

Mr. Starin said in regard to the sale: “ { went 
up tothe sale prepared to bid any reasonabie 
sum, but when these people bid up to 1444 per 
cent. on the receipts trom that one slip ] knew 
that I couldn't pay that much and make money, 
and so dropped out. It would be absolutely im- 

»0ssible to make money on those terms. Kow. 

call this purchase a swindle on the City Govern- 
ment, and jet me tell you why. This so-called 
Rapid Transit Company, of which Mr. Wiman is 
at the head, owns another: Staten !sland ferry, 
the boats of which have a landing next to the 
one which this company has just bought. The 
company paysa percentage on the gross receipts 
of boats leaving this one. slip, so don't you see 
that they can tuke all their passengers from their 
old slip, running only the two boats re- 
quired by law fromthe new one, and thus obtain- 
ing a monopoly at a very little expense. The city 
will be detrauded, and these feliows will make 
money. The gross receipts on which they pay a 
percentage may not amount to $1 a day, while 
with me they amounted to $530. They can af- 
ford, having two slips, to pay so large a percent- 
age; they might even pay 100 per cent., so small 
will be the gross receipts on one slip, and do all 
their business through the other, to which they 
bave a nine-year lease. It’s one of the shar 
sche : es to defraud the city that I ever heard of. 
Then they have an absolute monopoly. Control- 
ling the only means of transportation from New- 
York to Staten Island, they can put up their 

rice to 20 or 30 cents, or even more, and the 100,- 

or more residents of Statev. Island will be 
compelled to patronize them tram want of any 
other means to get to or Jeave their homes.” 

Although Mr, Starin would not say that he 
was going to contest this sale, he left it to be in- 
ferred that the people of Stuten Island might 
find more than one way of transportation aiter 
the Rapid Transit Company got fairly started. 

Under date of July 16 Mr. Starin’s counsel, Mr. 
McNamee, wrote to Coniroller Grant reciting 
again the arguments which have been made by 

r. Starin and others against selling the franchise 
according to the terms which the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners had decided upon. The value of 
the ferry to the north shore of Staten Island, Mr. 
McNamee said, is seriously depreciated by the 
fact that whoever buys it is compelled to also 
take theferry to Buy Kidge. The decision of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners to demand a rental 
jor the ferry,thus Jessened in value, several thou- 
sand dollars #reater than the rent fixed Inst year 
for the ferry to the east shore of Stater Island. 
is incomprehensible, Mr. McNamee says, to his 
client, especially as the latter ferry dves the 
largest business over a route several miles 
sharter and maintains less Janding places and 
employs fewer boats. He reters to the large 
amount of capital Mr. Starin has invested in 

roperty especially adapted to operating the 

orth Sbore Ferry,. and says that chis, the 
satisfactory manuver in which he has fulfilled 
engagements with the city, and the 
reluctance of the people on. Staten Island to 
have a change entitle him aad his views in this 
matter to something more than ordinary or 
consideration. He warns the Controller 

that if the franchise passes into the hands of

DID HE COMMIT SUICIDE? 
APR Se ea 
THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE FATE OF 
WARNER D. HATCH. 

One of the crew on the Sandy Hook 
steamer St. Johns on Tuesday afternoon picked 
up a high white hat, almost new, from the deck 
of the lower gangway of the vessel, well toward 
the stern. Nearly every one on the steamer at 
the time was crowded forward, where the pool 
selling was going on. The gungway where the 
hat was found, and nearly the whole after part 
of the steamer, was deserted. The deck- 
hand didn’t look around for an owner, but 
held the property until it should be called for. 
The passengers all got off the boat. and the bat 
was brought back to this city. A visiting card, 
with the inecription, ** Warner D. Hatch,” was 
tucked into the inside band. On Wednesday 


two gentlemen went aboard the boat and called 
torthe bat. They appeared to be very much 
overcome with surprise and emotion when it 
was brought to them. 

Warner D. Hatch was the President of the 
Hatch Lithographic and Engraving Company, at 
Vesey and Church streets. He lived iv « hand- 
some house at Dobbs Ferry. He had a wife, 
but no children. He was generally supposed to 
bea man with whom worldly affuirs were un- 
usually prosperous, and to be worth at Icast 
$100,000 clear of his business investment. His 
wife also has property. Mr. Hatch was assiduous 
in his duties at the ofnee, and it is said of him that 
when he was not to be found there he was 
always at home. Heleft the office as usual about 
5 o’clock on Monday evening. An employe of 
his went up on the same train with him to 
Debbs Ferry. Before he went away he talked 
of business duties which he bad laid out for the 
morrow. On ‘Tuesday morning he bade his wite 
adieu and left hishome for the city. His man- 
ner evinced no unusual despondency or excita- 
bility, but his wife noticed that he didn’t say, as 
he generally did, @&» what train he would come 
home. Toward night she was alarmed, but it 
was too late to get any tidings of him. 

Mr. Hatch’s partners were not troubled over 
his non-appearance at the office on Tuesday, but 
early Wednesday morning they received a letter 
which startled them. It was in Mr. Hatch's 
handwriting, hurriedly scratched with an indeli- 
ble pencil. The firm declined to make the letter 
public, but in substance it was that Mr. Hatch 
intended to throw himself overboard from the 
steamer St. Johns on her Tuesday ufter- 
noon trip, and that his bat would be 
found on the after deck, just where the seaman 
éid find it. Not a word was said, it is claimed, 
which would even approximate a reason for the 
act. Mrs. Hatch was at once communicated 
with, and the partners learned that she, also, had 
received a letter from her husband telling of his 
intended suicide. It was filled with words of en- 
dearing affection, but threw no more light on 
the reason for the deed than did the letter sent 
to the firm. When the partners went to the boat 
they learned beyond doubt that Mr. Hatch had 
taken passage on her the evening betore. The 
purser recol_ected that a gent’eman wi.ha high 
white hat had given him two letters to mail dur- 
ing thetriv. He brought them back to this city 
and dropped them inaletter box. Such requests 
are not infrequent and he took little notice of 
the man. 

Mr. Hatch had a private safe with a down-town 
deposit company. His gold watch and chain 
were found in it by his partners. He had them 
1a his pocket when be left home on Tuesday 
morning. The singular disappearance caused a 
Freat deal of talk among acquaintances of Mr. 

atch on the Street. People who knew him 
were incredulous. So far as could be learned, 
he had not been speculating to any ext: nt. 
His business affairs were all right. His domestic 
relations appeared to be of the happiest. An 
intimate friend of the missing man said: ** Hatch 
bas not committed suicide. I feei almost sure of 
it. There is something behind all this which I 
cannot fathom. An absurd rumor reached me 
to-day that he hadtimply gone off with another 
woman, and attempted to deceive his triends. 
Those who know the man and his babits will at 
once see that this is mere nonsense.” 

John H. Miller, of No. 33 Pine-street, is the at- 
torney tor the firm of Hatch & Co., and reported 
the disappearance to the police. “I have made 
close inquiry among all Mr. Hatch’s triends,” he 
said, “and I can find no possible reason for his 
committing suicide. Still, fromthe combination 
of circumstances, I am reluctantly led to believe 
that he has done so. Of course it is possible that 
he may have reconsidered his intention at the last 
moment and got off the boatat Sandy Hook. I 
am perfectly at a loss to understand it. He was 
in no financial difficulty :o far asi can find out, 
and his heart was in his home.” 

One of the partners of the firm said that there 
was nothing in his business relations with the 
house to cause Mr. Hatch to take his life. Whiie 
suffering a little from the general dullness of 
trade, matters were generally prosperous. His 
conduct mystified them. Mr. Hatch was about 
40 years old, stout, and of medium height, with 
iron gray mustache, and head slightly bald. He 
was dressed ina biue suit throughout when lust 
seen. He had no children. 


MRS. COX AND HER TROUBLES. 


AFFIDAVITS DECLARING SHE WAS A MUCH 
WROXNGED WOMAN, 

The motion of Edelberto Giro for an 
order vacating the ordGer of arrest procured by 
Mrs. Caroline C. Cox against him in her suit to 
recover $11,000, out of which she alleges he 
cozened her by promising to make her his wife 
and by inducing ber to dispose of good securities 
in order that he might impose bad ones on her, 
was heara by Judge Freedman, in the Su- 
perior Court, Chambers, yesterday. An alterna- 
tive motion for the reduction of Giro’s buil 
from $12,000 to $2,500 was also heard. Both mo- 
tions were based on Giro’s affidavit to the effect 


that he never promised to marry Mrs. Cox, that 
she attached herself to him,and that he only 
sold mining stock to her, and advised her respect- 
ing the sale of securities because she implored 
him to doso. After Mr. Christopher Fine, coun- 
sel for Giro, had presented his side of the case, 
Mr. A. B. Bright. counsel for Mrs. Cox, presented 
affidavits on her behalf. One set forth that Giro 
had induced Mrs. Cox to invest $500 in an unsuc- 
cessful concern bearing the startling title, ** The 
Steiner Cyclone Theatrical Company.” 

Bridget O’ Reilly, cook and waiter for Mrs. Cox 
when she was Mrs. Thompson, swore that “a 
foreign-looking gentleman” called to see Mrs. 
Thompson, told her (Bridget) that he was a 
Catholic, like her, that his name was Giro, and 
that he was rich and intended totake Mrs. 
Thompson to Paris. ‘The impression he pro- 
duced on Bridget O’Reilly’s mind was that he 
was going to marry Mrs. Thompson. In her afli- 
davit Mrs. Cox swore that she nevertold Giro 
that she was 65 years old. She asserted that she 
is only 55, and that Giro told her he was 45. 
Throughout their friendship, she said, he invari- 
ably expressed an anxiety to become her husband. 
He made ber a proposal of marriage in his 
own office, and he often wrote to her, addressing 
her as “ Dear Carrie” and signing himself ‘* Ed- 
ward.”’ Most of the letters she destroyed. He 
got her mone, and then told ber she was too old 
ior him. She allowed him to use her money 
with the belief that she was benefiting ber future 
husband. Bridgeport folk who knew Mrs. Cox 
when she was Mrs. Thompson averred that she 
was a@ person of excellent character, and that

THE SYLVESTER MONUMENT. 

The monument erected at Shelter Island 
by Mary and Pheebe Gardiner Horsford—daugh- 
ters of Prof. E. N. Horsford, of Harvard Uni- 
versity—to the memory of Nathaniel Sylvester 
was unveiled yesterday... Many prominent peo- 
ple of New-York, Brooklyn, and Connecticut 
were present, most of whom have cottages at 
Shelter Island.

MISFORTUNES IN TRADE 


TWO REPUTABLE FIRMS FORCED 
TO SUSPEND YESTERDAY. 
JULIAN WHITE, SON & CO, EMBARRASSED BY 
EDMUND YARD, JR., & CO.’S FAILURE, 
AND SEWALL & ERICKSON UNABLE TO 

NEGOTIATE PAPER. 

Julian White, Son & Co., commission 
dealers in notions at No. 86 Leonard-street, sus- 
pended yesterday in consequence of their inti- 
mate relations with Edmund Yard, Jr., & Co., on 
accofumodation notes.. The members of the 
firm, Julian White, William P. White, and Orvin 
N. Sage, made an assignment to George O. Wal- 
bridge, giving preferences for $6,069. They made 
notes for the accommodation of Yard & Co., and 
the latter indorsed them and received the pro- 
ceeds, White, Son & Co, were preferred by 
Yard & Co. in the latter’s assignment, and the 
item on the preference mentioned that $7,000 
had been paid on account of these notes. 

Julian White, the senior partner, has been in 
the business many years, and was formerly of 
Noyes, White & Co., who dissolved in January, 
1875, and for some months thereafter was of Vail, 
White & Co. to July, 1876, when he started on his 
own account with a capital of $30,000. Jan. 1, 
188], he admitted his son and Mr. Sage, who had 
been his bookkeeper, as partners, he furnishing 
all the capital, which was then placed at $50,000. 

This firm has handled staple goods mainly, on 
which there isa small profit only on account of 
the strong competition, and have been regarded 
as doing a fuir business. Mr. Sage said yesterday 
that the firm was perfectly solvent as far as its 
own business was concerned and perfectly able 
to pay its own debts, but in view of the ac- 
commodation paper with Yard & Co. ‘they had 


to assign to protect their own creditors. Wednes- 
day morning when he came down town he felt 
that his firm was all right, but the failure of 
Yard & Co. came upon them suddenly and 
they were not in a position to meet the accom- 
modation. He did not care to say how much 
these accommodation notes amounted to. At 
any rate the failure was not a large one, and the 
entire liabilities, including the accommodation 
notes, would not exceed $100,000. The firm gave 

referenges as follows: Mrs. W. H. Cuamberlain, 

2,593 39, borrowed money; Union Enamel Com- 
pany, of Providence, R. I., $2,243 10, on two 
promissory notes; Isabel Escalante, $790 for rent 
of store; all sums due for merchandise or on 
notes of the assignors, and a number of small 
debts aggregating $443 28. 

Mr. Friedman, the Assignee of Edmund Yard, 
Jr., & Co., said that he did not know the amounts 
of the accommodation with White, Son & Co. 
In regard to areport current in the trade that 
a large quantity of foreign goods were on the 
way here for Yard & Co., be said that he had no 
knowledge of them. Hecould give no definite 
information yet as tothe actual assets or liablil- 
ity of Edmund Yard, Jr., & Co., and the inven- 
tory was proceeding slowly on account of fre- 
quent interruptions. 

The suspension of Sewall & Erickson, wholesale 
dealers in millinery and straw goods, at Nos. 612 
and 614 Broadway, was announced late vesterday 
afternoon, causing much surprise in the trade. 
The immediate cause is attributed to their ina- 
bility to do anything further with the banks in 
obtaining money on their paper, on account of 
the condition of affairs in the money market. 
The firm havesuffered heavy losses this Spring by 
the failures in the millinery trade in this city and 
out of town, and were regarded by some persons 
as doing too large a business for their «apital in 
manufacturing straw goods and doing a millinery 
jobbing business. George A. Smualley was a 
special partner for $50,090, which was to run to 
Dec. 31, 1884, and heissaid to have made them 
advances right along until recently besides his 
speciai capital. The liatlities are not definitely 
known, but are currently reported at $300,000. 
At their office it was said that they could give no 
figures as to th» liabilities or assets, and the sus- 
pension was attributed to the banks cutting off 
their facilities for obtaining money on their 
paper. 

The firm is composed of Charles C. Sewall and 
William T. Erickson, general partners, and 
George A. Smalley, special partner. Braclstreet’s 
reports say they have been in business since Jan. 
1, 1875, when the present partners, together with 
James M. Van Note and James W. Herton, un- 
der the style of Sewall, Erickson & Co., bought 
out the jobbing millinery business of S. A. Beek- 
man & Co., in whose employ all the general part- 
ners had been. Jan. 2, 1881, Messrs. Van Note 
and Horton withdrew, and the style was changed 
toSewall& Erickson. Their factory at Elizabeth, 
N. J., was burned down last December, involving 
a loss of about’ $42,000, on which there was an in- 
surance of $37,000. Since then their goods were 
manufactured for them by Sears & Potter, 
at No. 32 East Forty-eighth-street, Mr. Sew- 
all holding a chattel mortgage on the ma- 
chinery there for $12,000, which was recorded on 
Wednesday. The firm have hada large trade, 
and many of. their creditors express sympathy 
for them. 

An assignment for the benefit of creditors was 
mende yesterday by Charles W. Dudley, doing 
business as C. W. Dudley & Co., at No. 200 Broad- 
way, to Leman B. Treadwell, of Purdys, N. Y., 
with preferences aggregating $1,850.

“CASHIER SEYMOUR’S OCEAN TRIP. 
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REPORTED DEFALCATION OF AN EMPLOYE 
‘OF ARNOLD, CONSTABLE & CO. 


During the investigation made by Arnold, 
Constable & Co. to discover the extent of the 
thefts of receiving clerk Cornelius O’Leary, who 
was sentenced to five years’ imprisunment in 
the Court of Gencral Sessions on Wednesday, 
irregularities in the books and aceounts were 
discovered invoiving other parties. Careful re- 
search failed to indicate who the cuilty ones were, 
and after several weeks of fruitless investigation 
the services of private detectives were secured. 
The clerks were not informed of the discoveries, 
and the routine of the business went along as 
usual. Aftera few days’ quict espionage upon 
such of the employes as had access to the books 
and accounts, the detectives became satisfied 
that Cashier Herbert Seymour was probably the 
culprit. He nad for years lived quietly with his 
family in Brooklyn, and had never occasioned 
remark by his style or methods of living. Within 


the past two years investigation showed that his 
habits had greatly changed, and that he was liv- 
ing in a fashion extravagent and far beyond the 
means afforded him by the sulary paid him by 
the firm. 

It was ascertained also that Seymour had been 
investing jargely in real estate in this city and 
Brooklyn, and had purchased a large Summer 
hotel near Riverhead, Long Island. As it was 
known to the firm that he had but little if any 
means of hisown they became convinced that 
he had been using their funds for his operations. 
When the investigation had reached this point 
Seymour was intormed of the suspicions against 
him, and he at once admitted the correctness of 
the charges. The firm, it is said, sent a cable 
dispatch to Mr. Henry C. Pedder, their confiden- 
tial employe, requesting his immediate return 
from Europe, where he was traveling for busi- 
ness and pleasure combined. Mr. Pedder arrived 
home on Monday by the Servia, and was at work 
until Wednesday last upon Seymour's books and 
accounts. 

Seymour was nominally retained in the em- 

loy of the firm until July 3, his testimony be- 
ng required in the prosecution of O'Leary. 
Prior to his discharge and up to the close of last 
week he was busy in arranging his affairs and 
turning over to his former employers a!l his 
available property in partial restitution of the 
amounts abstracted, which were nearly, if not 
quite, $100,000. On Wednesday of last Week, it is 
said, the restitution was completed by the trans- 
fer of the insurance = property for- 
merly owned by Seymour. e firm, in ‘conse- 
quence of these transfers by Seymour, concluded 
not to prosecute him criminally and allowed 
him his liberty. 

Early in June Seymour, with his family, left 
his home in aS for the country, intending 
to remain until Fal!. Some time during last 
week they all returned to town. Neither Mr. nor 
Mrs. Seymour stated the reason of their sudden 
return, or mentioned to their friends their plans 
for the remainder of the Summer. Their chil- 
dren, however, told their young friends in the 
neighborhood that they were going to Europe. 
Last Saturday morning the Seymours left their 
home in carriages and sailed on one of the out- 
going steamers for Europe. Their names were 
not on the passenger iists of any of the steamers. 
Mr. Seymour is somewhat over 40 years old, and 
is an Englishman by birth. He had been in the 
employ of Arnold, Constable & Co. for many 
years, and up to the time of the discovery of his 
operations had had the respect and confidence 
of all the members of the firm. 

Mr. James M. Constable, who was at his coun- 
try seat at Mamaroneck yesterday, said that he 
andall the members of the firm knew of Mr. 
Seymour’s departure for Europe, and thought 
he would return in the Fall. He declined to say 
anything about the defalcation beyond stating 
that the affair was one concerning the firm 
alone, and that whether it lost $100.v00 or more 
was a matter of no consequence to any one 
but the members. Mr. Pedder resides at Or- 
ange, N. J., in an elegant mansion within 
Liewellyn Park. He admitted the discovery 
of the irregularities in Seymour's accounts, and 
asserted that his own relation with the firm re- 
mained unchanged, At the office of the firm yes- 
terday all intormation was refused. Mr. Fred- 
erick A. Constable, when questioned as to the 
defalcation, said that the members of the firm 
bad agreed to give no information whatever. 
They considered the affair to be one belonging 
entirely to the firm itself.and therefore must 
decline to furnish anything for publication. 
When asked as to the reason for the cable dis- 
patch summonirg Mr. Pedder home he declined 
to state whether Mr. Pedder had been requested 
by cable to return, and said that it was useless 
to ask himself, Mr. Pedder, or any one connected 
with the firm about the matters involved, as all 
had agreed to remain silent on the subject. 

Mr. Charies A. Seymour, the real estate dealer, 
of No. 203 Montague-street, Brooklyn, is a 
brother of Herbert. Herbert Seymour resides 
at No. 119 Lincoln-place, Brooklyn. The house, 
although not very large, isan elegant one, and 
suid to be finely furnished. It has been closed 
since the departure uf the family, and none of 
the furniture has been removed. Mr. Seymour 
kept good company, was hospitable, and was 
popular with his neighbors and fmends, who 
speak of him as a very fine gentleman person- 
ally. 
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AN ITALIAN EDITOR IN TROUBLE. 


HE GIVES TOO MANY INITiALS AND THEN 
GIVES BAIL. : 

Three articles have lately appeared in 
the Italian paper, Roma, which is edited by 
Guglielmo Giordiano, of No.280 Mott-street—one 
to the effect that the Masonic Society of this city 
was busily engaged in getting information for 
the police of Turin about a money broker who 
had run away from that place for theft and was 
now anotary public inan Italian bank in New- 
York City and an intimate counselor of the Ital- 
ian Consulatc-General. Another article said that 
it was known that this same broker would be 


expelled from the Masonic Society. ‘The Consul 
would do well,” it continued, “to draw up ex- 
tradition papers forthis wretched sw ndler, who, 
together with his accomplice, ruins the interests 
of the poor Italian immigrants and laborers. 
When this man is sent to Fenestrella the damage 
done to the colony will end.” y 

The third article gave the initials of the men 
meant as A. B. and O. H. Angelo Bertolino, 
a notary. and Otto Heidenheimer, a banker, both 
of No. 35 Broadway, immediately took: offense, 
and yesterday Heidenheimer had Giordiano, tlie 
editor, arrested and taken to the Tombs Police 
Court ona charge of libel on the grounds tbat 
they were the only two in the Itallan colouy to 
whom the initials would be applicable, and that 
they had been chargea by other members as be- 
ing the parties meant. 

Counsel for the defense declared that Heiden- 
heimer had been instigated by others to make 
the complaint, and the counsel for the plaintiff 
showed a letter from the Italian Consulate-Gen- 
eral, G. B. Raffo, which stated that Giordiano 
had not only repemeely insulted him, but others 
of the colony. Giordiano pleaded not guilty, and

STABBED WITH A POCKET KNIFE. 

A fight occurred in West Seventeenth-

Flood’s purse was 
subsequently found empty under the_ truck 
where the men had been sitting when the fight 
occurred.

THAT DIVISION OF STOCK. 
THE COMMERCIAL TELEGRAM COMPANY’S 
STORY OF THE TRANSACTION. 

Referring to the action brought in the 
Supreme Court recently by Henry C. Gardiner 
against the officers and Directors of the Com- 
mercial Telegram Company to compel them to 
account for the $1,000,000 representing the stock 
and the difference between the par value of the 
stock and the sales made at $30 and $50 a share, 
Mr. 8S. W. Fullerton, a Director and the former 
President of the company, madea statement to 
a TIMES reporter yesterday. ‘* The Commercial 


Telegram Company,” he said, “‘was_organ- 
ized by Luther E. Shinn, George W. Cas- 
per, and myself for the purpose of con- 
structing and maintaining ——— lines and 
the operation of telegraph printing instruments 
for reporting market quotations and commercial 
news. The company was created on the basis of 
a capital stock of $50,030, divided into 560 shares 
of $100 each. The certificate of incorporation 
provided that the capital stock might be _ in- 
creased, and it was subsequently increased to 
$1,000,000. This was done not only in accordance 
with the law but in accordance with a 
custom usual in such cases." The com- 
pany, Mr. Fullerton said, had “met with 
strong opposition from the old Gold and Stock 
Telegraph Company,” but it had thus far 
overcome all o:position and had been surpris- 
ingly successful. Several hundreds of the instru- 
ments invented by Stephen D. Field had been 
manufactured for the company and are now in 
active use. Noone but Mr. Gardiner had ever 
cmeenee the value of these patents and inven- 
ons, 

Many statements in Mr. Gardiner’s complaint 
were characteriz'd as gross falsehoods by 
Mr. Fullerton. “If Mr. Gardiner’s statement 
that he paid $6,000 to Gov. Richard C. Me- 
Cormick for his 100 shares of stock is 
true,” said Mr. Fullerton, “it speaks well 
for Mr. McCormick’s estimate of the standing 
und prosperity of the elecram eg or & It is 
not true, as asserted by him, that 300 shares of 
the original stock of the company was voted by 
the incorporators to Mr. Shinn, or that the re- 
maining 200shares thereof were voted to Mr. Cas- 

rand myself. 1t is not true, as he states, that 

he Board of Directors directed that the in- 
creased capital stock of $1,000,000 be issued to 
themselves, nor was it so issued. It is not true, 
as stated by him, that Mr. Shinn divided the pro- 
ceeds of a check for $1,000,000 with Mr. Field. Mr. 
Casper, and myself, or with any of us. It isnot 
true that the Directors of the company have dis- 
sipated its capital, nor isit true that the incor- 
porators conspired against the interests of per- 
sons who might become purchasers of the stock 
of the company.” 

Mr. Fullerton admitted that Mr. Shinn ve 
3,750 shares of hisstock to the company, of which 
2,000 snares were made preferred stock, but he 
said that this transaction took place long before 
Mr. Gardiner became a stockholder. Mr. McCor- 
mick. who then held and owned the identical 
stock afterward sold by him to Mr. Gardiner, 
signed a written consent with all the other stock- 
holders of the company that these 2,000 shares 
might be made preferred stock and be entitled 
to preferred annual dividends of 6 per cent.

DR. AUSTIN’S MONUMENT. 

A monument erected in Woodlawn Cem- 
etery in memory of Dr. James M. Austin, who 
died in December, 1881, was presented yesterday 
to his family by the Masonic fraternity of the 
State of New-York. The money for the monu- 
ment, amounting to a large sum, was 
subscribed by Masons in lodges in all 


arts of the State, who held Dr. Austin 
n great respect for his long and exceilent 
services as Secretary of the Grand Lodve. 
The monument is of granite, rough and polished. 
The design is that of an obelisk rising from a 
square pedestal, built in the form of three steps, 
representing the turee degrees of the blue lodge 
in Masonry. Upon one side is the inscription, 
‘Erected by the Masonic Fraternity of New- 
York,” and on the other side is inscribed the 
nyme of James M. Austin, the dates ot his birth 
and death, and the statement of the length of his 
services—27 years—as Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge ot New-York. There are also Ma- 
sonic emblems earved in the stone, one of 
them two pens crossed, being emblematic of the 
office which Dr. Austin filiedin the order. The 
presentation took place in the afternaon. About 
100 prominent Masons assembled in the cemetery, 
and Dr. Austin’s widew and his two daughters 
were present to receive the gift. Venerable 
Brother George H. Fish, of a committee ap- 
ointed consisting of himself, Worshipful C. T. 
{cClenachan, and R. W. Philander Reed first 
resented the monument to the fraternity, R. 
Vv. Frank Lawrence, . G. M., receiv- 
ing it Jin their behalf and in_ turn 
resenting it to the family, M. W. Gen. Charlies 
oome. P. G. M., appearing for them. Among 
the leading Masons present were Grand Secretar 
Edwerd M. L. Ehlers, George H. Raymond, 
Grand Lecturer; Herman G. Carter, Grand 
Librarian; R. W. Sydney F. Walker, R. W. John 
Stewart, R. W. Edward F. Hassev, R. W. Theo- 
dore H. Tilton, R. W. William Peterkin, Brother 
Horace H. Brockwuy, R. W. Robert Roberts, 
and RK, W. Edward H. Warker.

STAB WOUNDS PROVE FATAL. 

William G. Beuth, aged 52, of 194 John- 
son-avenue, Brooklyn, died suddenly at his home 
on Wednesday night of hemorrhage of the lungs. 
He had been complaining during the day, but 
toward evening said he felt better, and went out 


to take the fresh air. After his death the fact 
was made known for the first.time outside his 
family that Mr. Beuth had been stabbed about 
six weeks ago by an unknown man. The stab- 
bing occurred on Humboldt-street. Mr. Beuth 
was a public carter, and did much work for a 
grocer whose place of business was on Humboldt 
street, near Johnson. On Saturday nights Beuth 
occasionally helped the grocer in his store. 

After leaving his friend’s store one Saturday 
night, about six weeks ago, Beutn saw some men 
fighting on Humboldt-street. He stopped a mo- 
ment to see what was the cause of the trouble, 
and us he did so a rough-looking man who was 
running along the street stumbled against him. 
The man swore at Beuth and struck him 
sharply in the breast. Beuth felt a shooting 
pain in the place where he had been 
struck, and the next instant his _ shirt 
front was covered with blood. He sank 
exhausted in adoorway and was unable to return 
to his home until 8 o’clock the following morn- 
ing. A doctor was then sent for and it was found 
that Beuth had seven or eight stab wounds in his 
breast. All of them had been inflicted at the 
same time by some instrument armed at the end 
with a number of sharp spikes. 

It was a week before Mr. Beuth was able to leave 
his bed, but at the end of that time he resumed 
business as usual. A day or two ago he began to 
complain again, and it is believed that the hem- 
orrhage which caused his death was due to the 
stabbing. Coroner Hesse bas ordered a post- 
mortem examination to be made. The police 
have no clue to the man who stabbed Beuth. 
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TE CASE OF FRANK SHERWIN. 
The release of Frank Sherwin from jail 
in Albany. where he was held pending a stay of 
proceedings under the most extraordinary 
sentence on record for contempt of court, is en- 
titled to passing comment. The indictment for 


contempt under which Sherwin was sentenced 
had slumbered for 10 years, during which time 
be had been frequently and anything but secret- 
ly within the court’s jurisdiction. No attempt 
was made to bring him to trial until he 
suddenly became the possessor of a large 
amount of money. The contempt alleged 
against him was that he failed to give 
his personal testimony in the cuse of de- 
faulting Cashier Phelps. But Phelps was con- 
victed entirely upon evidence voluntarily fur- 
nished by Sherwin, who was at the time a 
banker, through whose house Phelps, supposed 
to bea man of large private means, transacted 
his: business. Sherwin, at his own expense, 
went several times to Albany to testify, 
but was not wanted until the time he 
was not there. Then he was indicted. The 
mystery of keeping the indictment asleep for 10 
years is that Sherwin had given Phelps a large 
amount of accommodation paper, and it was 
hoped that with a full-face view of the preni- 
tentiary he might beinduced to pay the money 
to meet this paper. Inthe trial he was prosecuted 
by a man holding no official poston whatever,, 
and his counsel claimed hag = atically that they 
held the Judge’s assurance that, as the case was 
so manifestiy a “milking” operation, if Sherwin 
would plead guilty he would simply be subjected 
to a nominal fine.. He so pleaded and was imme- 
diately sentenced to two .years in the peniten- 
tiary. After a prolonged fight Sherwin bas prac- 
tically regained his liberty, and that without 
allowing himself to be subjected to the alleged 
process of “milking.” His friends claim that 
the fight was personal and between Sherwin and 
a Mr. Moak. who conducted the prosecution, 
and they intimate that Sberwin can afford to 
chuckle over the result.

MRS. MILBANKE’S PICTURE. 

Mr. Luther A. Milbank told before Referee 
Bonynge yesterday why he refused to pay $1,000 
for the picture of his wife which artist Anderson 
painted in 1882. He said that there was an agree- 


ment between him and the artist that the picture 
was to be satisfactory, and declared that both he 
and his wife were dissatisfied when it was shown 
tothem. Mr. Anderson agreed to make the nec- 
essary corrections, but the result was no more 
satisfactory. In December, 1882, Mrs. Milbank 
died, and Mr. Milbank again inspected the picture, 
intending to pay for it if it had been made a 
correct likeness. He was still dissatisfied, and 
called in Mrs. Milbank’s brother and sister, both 
of whom declared the portrait to be not a good 
picture. Mr. Anderson was recalled, and de. 
clared that the picture when shown had not 
been finished, but declined to state why. The 
case will be concluded to-day. 


AN ALLEGED DEFICIENCY.

4 DANGEROUS BIT OF ROCK. 


ABOUT WHICH THERE IS SOME UNCERTAL® 
TY IN OFFICIAL MINDS. 

Yesterday the Pilot Commissioners sent 
to the Corps of Engineers for information about 
the soundings on Diamond Reef. A great many 
pilots are inclined to agree with Mr. Calvin inthe 
belief that he did not run the steamship Vin- 
cenzo Florio on Diamond Reef atail. About 
three years ago another reef was found 
about 200 yards northeast of Diamond 
Reef, which was not over % feet 
below the surface at mean low water. 


It is a nameless piece of rock, and is not marked 
excepting on the large maps ot the Government 
Coast Survey. At two or three different times a 
spar buoy has warned pilots from the spot, but 
every one placed there has been carried away by 
eithera ferryboat ora towboat. Several pilots 
knew the reef was there and were cautious of it. 
On June 28 last the outward-bound steamship 
Washington was reported as scraping her kee! on 
this ledge of rock, but she was not much dam- 
aged and kept on out to sea. 

Capt. James Mecur, of the Engineers’ Depart- 
ment. said yesterday that he knew of the name- 
less reef referred to, but the department had 
never made surveys of it, and he had noidea as te 
its size or depth at mean low water. 

“When the department finished its work cn 
Diamond Reef in'1880,” he said, ** it was ubsolutely 
26 feet under water, at low tide, over the entire 
four acres. A suspended horizontal! bar, 40 feet 
long, was passed over the whole surface, held 
down by divers, and everything above 26 ieet low- 
water mark was cut off. There may bea sunken 
scow or anything else there now for all we know. 
This department can make no surveys without g 
pescial appropriation.”

DR. CYRUS EDSON’S ORDINANCE.

In the sale of or keeping for sale any 
beverage or drink no person shall keep or use any 
tap, faucet, tank, fountain, or vessel. or any pipe or 
conduit in connection therewith, which shall be com- 
posed of or made with brass, lead, copper, cr other 
metal or metallic substance that is or will be affected 
by liquids so thut dangerous, unwholesome, or deleteri- 
ous compounds are formed therein or thereby, or such 
that beer. soda water, syrups, or other lignid, or any 
other beverage. drink. or flavoring muterial drawn 
therefrom shali be unwholesome, dungerous, or detri- 
mental to heulth.
